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Charge officials took gifts from chemical firms 
Two townships named in kickback probe

A Schaumburg Township official hns 


been named In a slate-wide Belter Gov- 
ernment A«ociatlon Investigation, In- 
volving kickbacks from chemical sales- 
men. Wheeling Township purchases were 
also cited. 


Halph Wllkonlng, Sclmumburg Town- 


ship highway commissioner, was Identi- 
fied by the HGA as ono official who pur- 
chased products from Royal Chemical 
Co. and accepted gift certificates In re- 
turn. At a press conference yesterday 
BGA officials displayed several photo- 
graphs allegedly depleting excess clicm- 
Icali stored on Wllkcnlng's property, 
which ho rents to the township. 


The BGA estimated that Wllkcning re- 


ceived about $375 worth of premiums or 
certificates in exchange for $4,000 woith 
of business with Koyal Chemicals. 


The KG A said Wllkcnlng has acknowl- 


edged receiving some gifts. He refused to 
answer any questions when contacted by 
the Herald, He referred a reporter to his 
attorney, Frank Hlncs, but Hlnes de- 
clined to comment unless charges arc 
filed. 


J. TERRENCE DRUNNER, executive 


director of the BGA, described the In- 
vestigation as involving "grassroots cor- 
ruption." He said 69 officials in 58 Illinois 
counties have admitted accepting kick- 
backs In return for purchases made with 
public fund*. The kickbacks range from 
color televisions and shotguns to kitchen 


appliances. Some have been in the form 
of cash, bonds or gift certificates, Brun- 
ncr said. 


The results of the BGA investigation 


ore being turned over this week to 
state's attorneys in the counties where 
Information has been gathered. 


In addition to the kickbacks, the BGA 


investigation shed light on the practice of 
exorbitant mark-ups in sales to public 
agencies, some in the range of 300 to 500 
per cer.t. 


In Wheeling Township, for example, 


the BGA found that penetrating oil was 
purchased from United Laboratories of 
Addlson for 27 cents an ounce. The BGA 
purchased a comparable product In a 
Chicago janitorial supply house for 7 
cents an ounce. 


Arthur Olsen, Wheeling Township high- 


way commissioner, said it is well-known 
that chemical companies offer premiums 
or gift certificates in exchange for or- 
ders, but he said the value is often re- 
flected in a reduced price instead. 


"I WAS JUST flabbergasted to learn I 


was one of two highway commissioners 
in the county being accused by the 
BGA," Olsen said Friday. He said he did 
purchase 10 bags of Ice-melting chemical 
from a Royal salesman, but he received 
no gifts. Olsen has been commissioner 
for six months and said he purchases 
supplies from the same companies his 
predecessor, Lawrence Carrozza, used. 


Brunner said the gifts are violations of 


the state bribery statutes. He said most 


tof (Us type of selling is being done by 
small chemical companies and the sales- 
men deal with outlying areas. Very little 
is showing up In Cook County, he said. 
Those who have accepted the gifts, Brun- 
ner said, are in one of two categories — 
officials who use every possible device to 
transform public responsibilities into pri- 
vate profit, and those who "simply do 
not know any better." For conviction, the 
former would have to be proved, he 
added. 


Brunner said the kickbacks provoked 


further waste of public money by in- 
ducing officials to seek unneeded pur- 
chases so they would qualify for greater 
premiums. Brunner said there were 
cases reported where officials would 


pour out or waste cleaning or chemical 
supplies so they could purchase more. 


The BGA also outlined cases where in- 


voices for a single order were spread 
over several months to avoid attention 
and to qualify for purchase without bid- 
ding. The state requires that any pur- 
chase over $2,500 must be on a bid basis. 


The BGA said it has evidence of "pur- 


chasing incentives" on six companies, 
with Information on 12 more. The six 
firms are: Royal, United Laboratories. 
Del Chemical Co., Imperial Chemical 
Corp., Climax Road Supply, and Capitol 
Heating arxl Plumbing Supply Co. 


Brunner said the Illinois investigation 


parallels a state-wide investigation in 
Wisconsin that has produced convictions 
of salesmen there. 


Parks planning 
regulations 
for donations

The Wheeling Park District Is trying to 


set up n system that will govern dona- 
tions from local developers and make 
sure they arc collected. 


The park board recently began active- 


ly seeking donations from developers. 
This effort has resulted In two problems 
for the dlitrict. According to Supt. Dave 
Phillips, the first is getting the devel- 
opers to make substantial contributions 
to the parks and the other is In actually 
collecting the promised money. 


"I don't think It's as much a problem 


of collecting the donations as making the 
people realize that the park district is 
more or Iras on an even keel Kith the 
school district." Phillips said. "The do- 
vclopcrs arc more willing to be aware of 
thoso needs." 


I'HIM.II'S SAID mo«t developers think 


(hat donations to the park districts arc 
not Important became they provide rcc- 
rcntlonul facilities in (heir own projects. 


"They think that since they provide a 


small pool and a game room they arc 
providing for the total nccdi of their pop- 
ulation." he said. "Even If they have a 
tennli court, they're not meeting the 
needs for open space." 


When the developers of Harmony Vil- 


lage on Wolf Road offered the park dis- 
trict u $20 pcr-llvlng-unlt donation, the 
Ixinrd members said they hoped this fig- 
ure would set a precedent for future do- 
nations. 


The donations to the park district, how- 


ever, are not required by law In Wheel- 
ing. It is therefore up to the park district 
to seek out developers and ask for dona- 
tion*. Phillips said the village cooperates 
In this effort by notifying him of up- 
coming projects. 


Member* of the zoning and planning 


boards also aid the pork district by ask- 
ing developers to contact park officials. 


Hospital-need 
survey slated 


Wheeling area residents can expect to 


receive a survey this week on the need 
for a hospital In the area. The survey 
will ask residents about their use of mcd- 
lent facilities and medical Insurance, as 
well as family size. 


The village Is mailing the surveys,' 


which will bo used by an unnamed group 
of developers to determine If there Is a 
need for a 200-150 bed hospital in Wheel- 
Ing. 


Plans for the hospital were announced 


last month by Village Prcs. Ted C, Scan- 
Ion, who said the project was "about six 
Inches away" from being finalized. The 
hospital Is proposed for a site on 
Mcllcnry Road just cast of 
Buffalo 


Grove. 


They do not ask the developers to make 
donations, but merely ask whether the 
park district has approved a proposed 
project. 


I'AHK DOARD members said that 


since donations arc not required by law, 
they have no legal grounds to demand 
larger donations. 


Park Atty. Roger Bjorvlk said once the 


developers agree to make a donation 
which Is accepted by the park board, the 
developers are legally bound to pay the 
promised money. He said, however, that 
If developers refuse to pay, the park dis- 
trict would have to take the matter to 
court, resulting In substantial legal fees. 


Three Wheeling developers hnvc not 


yet paid the park district donations pre- 
viously promised Developers of Foxboro 
Apartments on Wolf Road promised the 
park district $1,000 when plans for that 
project were approved, and an additional 
$1,000 when thu last occupancy permit Is 
Issued. 


The Foxboro plans were approved ear- 


lier this year, and the park district has 
not >ct received Its $1,000. 


Likewise, George Manda, developer of 


the VIP Condominiums on McHcnry 
Road, promised $2,000 to be paid when 
plans for the project were approved. 
These plans were accepted this spring, 
hut the money hns not yet been paid. 
Phillips said he has been unable to con- 
tact Manda to discuss the matter. 


THE PARK district also was promised 


$1,000 when plans were approved for 
Shadow Bend on Milwaukee Avenue. 
Once again, plans have been accepted by 
the village, but developers from North- 
ern Illinois Builders have not yet made 
their donation. 


While the park board plans to contact 


the developers about the promised mon- 
ey, they arc also looking for a way to 
prevent such problems in the future. The 
matter came up while the board was dis- 
cussing a donation offered by U.S. Home 
Corp. for a proposed development on 
McHcnry Road. 


Bjorvik suggested that the park dis- 


trict accept the donation with the provi- 
sion that building and occupancy permits 
will not t>c granted by the village until 
donations arc made. He said the devel- 
opers can ask the village to hold permits 
nn'll the nnrk district notifies the village 
of oaymcnt. 


The park board voted to accent the do- 


nation and have Bjorvlk draft a letter 
that wot'ld outline the park district's con- 
ditions. If U.S. Home accepts these con- 
ditions, the park district will get $9.000 in 
exchange for relinquishing a park site 
designated on the property. 


"We're not doing this because of one 


development," said park board member 
Lorraine Lark. "We're doing this be- 
cause of post experience and to set a 
procedure for the park district to fol- 
low."

Ex-sewage plant 
site to village 


Wheeling officials have finalized the 


purchase of the defunct sewage treat- 
ment plant on Nancy Lane from the Met- 
ropolitan Sanitary District. 


The village paid $7,500 for the 2.3-acre 


site located in the Meadowbrook West 
section. Village Mgr. George Passolt 
said, however, that it is not yet certain 
how the land will be used. 


Originally, the village was to build a 


municipal garage on part of the site and 
give the remaining acreage to the 
Wheeling Park District. The village Is 
exploring plans to build the proposed ga- 
rage jointly with the park district where 
the park property abuts village land be- 
hind the village hall. 


"We're still trying to determine how or 


if we are going to go on this garage with 
the park district," Passolt said. 


The manager said regardless of the 


use, the land purchase is worthwhile. 
"The real reason we wanted to get the 
land was to avoid it going to some devel- 
oper and get flood problems," he said. 
"We arc going to use it for joint munici- 
pal and park use." 


Wheeling man, 22, 
charged with speeding

The man, John K. Hildebrand, 852 Pi-

Imperial officials to face indictments

A number of officials of a DCS Plaines 


company are expected to bo indicted ear- 
ly this week by a federal grand jury, the 
Hcald has learned. 


The officials arc all executives of Im- 


perial Inventors International Inc., 2250 
E Devon Avc., Des Plaines. The firm 
offers marketing services for Inventors. 


While a spokesman for U. S. Atty. 


James Thompson refused to comment on 
the possible grand jury action, a press 
conference has been called for 9 a m to- 
day. 


THE COMPANY, which has been in 


operation since 1071, was the subject of a 
Herald investigation last January. The 
scries disclosed a number of question- 
able business practices. 


The expected action by the federal gov- 


ernment marks the second major in- 
vestigation to focus on the firm. 


Last month, Illinois Atty. Gen. William 


Scott filed a suit charging the company 


and its officials with violating the state 
consumer fraud act and deceptive trade 
practice. 


THE STATE suit charges Thomas M. 


Roth, Imperial's president; Clalr C. 
Wagner, national director; Robert C. 
Pond, director of engineering; and Jack 
Brumley, chief of sales, as being prmci- 
p a 1 s 
In directing their 
fraudulent 


scheme. It is believed the same men arc 
targets of the federal probe. 


IMPERIAL RECENTLY reorganized 


Its management; while some of those 
men no longer hold the same positions, 
all are active in the company. 


Imperial, which has offices in Des 


Plaines, Arlington Heights and branches 
throughout the country, claims to offer to 
evaluate new products for inventors and 
attempt to sell the products to manufac- 
turers. 


The company has also been named in a 


lawsuit in Minnesota- that alleges the 
company also engaged in fraudulent ac- 


tions there. 


The Herald has supplied information 


compiled during its probe to federal au- 
thorities and officials in Illinois, Indiana, 
Minnesota, and Wisconsin. 


The Illinois lawsuit asks the court to 


permanently bar the company from 
doing business in the state and order Im- 
perial to repay all fees which inventors 
may have given to the company. 


PRIOR TO THE time the state lawsuit 


was filed, Imperial filed a $10 million 
damage suit against the attorney general 
charging it had violated the company's 
and individual officers civil rights. 


Imperial charged various government 


agencies were Involved in a "malicious 
conspiracy" aimed at putting the com- 
pany out of business. 


Both state and federal agencies have 


obtained company records through court 
orders as part of their investigation. 


According to the state law suit, while 


Imperial claims products it represents 


have a 50-50 chance of success, the com- 
pany has not been able to complete a 
single licensing or manufacturing agree- 
ment with any company for the devel- 
opment of any invention.

study the proposed legislation. 


Nimrod complained that copies of the 


hill were not available last week, al- 
though Walker's office distributed re- 
leases and financial information to the 
press. "He can't possibly expect us to 
study the proposal and vote on It In a 
week," ho sold.^ 


Republican leaders fear that Walker 


and Daley \vlll push blame for blocking 
an RTA on the GOP. Daley appears luke- 
warm on an RTA. "1 hove a feeling that 
he doesn't want It at all," Mohr said. 
"He'll be happy as long as his CTA is 
left alone and continues to receive sub- 
sidies. Their plan Is to say the Republi- 
can legislature failed to net." 


FUNDING OF on RTA is the split be- 


twcen Republicans and Democrats. Blair 
has proposed a half-cent tax levy and use 
of auto-related taxes. Walker's newest 
plan will use $13 of each auto license feu 
collected, SCO million from the general 
revenue fund (possibly the state lottery) 
and auto-related taxes for financing. 


Walker, who consolidated his special 


session calls last week, Is expected to 
address a joint session of both houses 
Monday afternoon. Included in the new 
special session calendar arc Walker pro- 
posals to create the RTA. establish n 
stale lottery to fund the RTA, provide 
tax relief through the $10 rebate to each 
resident and restore about $.10 million for 
Chicago highway work that was cut last 
spring.

and the brass railings. The fancy desks, 
nitli stacks of proposed legislation, have 
become lap clipboards. Voting Is by 
voice instead of giant Scoreboard. 


A major renovation in the state Capitol 


building has pushed the House from its 
dignified regular chamber to temporary 
quarters in the state's Centennial build- 
ing. While the chamber Is stripped of its 
nnll-to-wall carpeting and century-old 
frills. House members are crying that 
"there's no place like home." 


Only non-complalncrs about meeting in 


the auditorium are House Speaker W. 
Robert Blnlr and Minority Leader Clyde 
Choatc. Blair, R-Park Forest, claims 
temporary office space in a converted 
men's room. Chontc, D-Anna, can confer 
in a former ladies' room. 


"THE NOISE level here is incredible,'A 


V i r g i n i a Mncdonald, 
R-Arlington Heights. "It's difficult to 
hear when you're sitting." 


Instead 
of individual microphones, 


House members now line up to talk into 
III mikes bolted at the end of each aisle. 


Microphone placement and aisle spa- 


ciousness "tend to create wandering," 
said Rep. Robert Juckctt, R-Park Ridge. 
"It's easier to get out of the rows so 
people just stand all over the place." 


Voting is a key House problem in the 


new chamber. The automatic voting ma- 
chine — where the 177 members flip a 
desk button to record their decision on a 
front-room Scoreboard — is absent. All 
votes arc by yelling and first decision 
roll call required more than 17 minutes 
to record and tabulate. 


ALTHOUGH GOV. Daniel Walker has 


refused comment, the more complicated 
oral voting could aid in sustaining legis- 
lation vetoes. 


There are few witnesses to House ac- 


tion in the temporary chamber. Regular 
grammar school tours now concentrate 
en admiring Walker's bronzed walking 
boots in his second floor office and sit- 
ting in the Senate gallery. 


Despite posted "no smoking" signs, 


members puffed on cignrets and cigars 


during brief meetings last week. Pre- 
siding over the confusion was Blair, who 
pounded his gavel on a temporary singe 
rostrum. Tho House speaker, wearing 
the red plaid coat that may become a 
campaign symb'ol like Paul Simon's bow 
tic or Walker's bandana, drew criticism 
f r o m R e p . E u g e n e Sehllckman, 
R-Arlington Heights, for House housing. 


"I WAS FIRST in this chamber about 


three weeks ago," Sehllckman said. "I 
then wrote to Blair asking him to re- 
consider this location. I was concerned 
over cramped quarters and limitation on 
the public to observe. I suggested tem- 
porary chambers in the auditorium of 
the armory. It's more spacious and 
would allow room for desks. 


House renovation was planned to inter- 


fere only with the fall veto session, usu- 
ally a short and non-controversial affair. 
That was before Walker vetoed 20 per 
cent of General Assembly legislation and 
was before special sessions dealing with 
controversial taxes, regional mass tran- 
sit and ethics were called. 


"This chamber won't be conducive to a 


long session," Mrs. Macdonald said.

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Nixon headed for showdown with Congress

WASHINGTON (UP!) - For the first 


time since tho Watergate scandal broke, 
President Nixon Is in serious jeopardy of 
Impeachment proceedings. 


Until now, talk of Impeachment has 


been limited to a small-band of Nixon- 
hating firebrands who harbored suspi- 
cions of evil doing but were totally ber- 
eft of proof. Nixon now has provided the 
grounds. 


In refusing to cither accept or appeal a 


court verdict to turn over selected tapes 
which could Implicate him or exonerate 
him in tho Watergate burglary or the fol- 
lowing cover-up, Nixon has placed him- 
self and the presidency above the law, in 
the views of those who feel he must be 
removed from office. 


Such disparate national figures as as- 


sistant Senate Republican Leader Robert 
P. Griffin, a Nixon loyalist, and Sen. Ed- 
ward M. Kennedy, D-Mass., have said 
that a refusal by Nixon to obey the 
courts would be grounds to begin im- 
peachment proceedings. 


Rather than avoiding a constitutional 


confrontation, as Nixon claimed he was 
seeking by providing summaries of the 
tapes iwth corroboratlon by the highly- 
respected Sen. John C. Stennis, D-Mlss., 
the President has opened a two front war 
— one with the courts and the other with 
Congress. 


Nixon's weekend dramatics, only the 


latest In a scries dealing with Watergate, 
also have implications beyond the now 
much stronger possibility of impeach- 
ment proceedings. 


It Is highly unlikely that Congress, 


faced with this latest crisis, will confirm 
the nomination of House GOP Leader 


Gerald R. Ford as vice president with 
any swiftness. 


The highly-popular Michigan congress- 


man faced virtually no opposition and 
would have been assured confirmation, 
perhaps as early as the middle of next 
month, had Nixon not chosen to defy the 
courts. 


What happened 


In. dramatic weekend devel- 


opments, President Nixon: 


• Fired special prosecutor Ar- 


chibald Cox for his refusal to com- 
ply with orders not to push legal 
action to obtain Watergate-related 
presidential tapes, notes and mem- 
orandums. 


• • Abolished the office of special 
Watergate prosecutor and trans- 
ferred its function back Into the 
Justice Department. 


• Fired Deputy Atty. Gen. Wil- 


liam D. Ruckelshaus, No. 2 man in 
the Justice Deportment, for his re- 
fusal to dismiss Cox. 


• Accepted the resignation of 


Atty. Gen. Elliot L. Richardson. 


• Named Solicitor General Rob- 


ert H. Bork as acting attorney gen- 
eral. The actual dismissal of Cox 
was carried out by Bork, who re- 
ceived instructions from the Presi- 
dent to do so. 


It is.more likely now that Congress will 


wait until the tapes issue Is resolved be- 
fore acting on Ford's nomination — per- 
haps wait until it Is determined whether 
an impeachment proceeding is initiated 
and its eventual outcome. 


Nixon has left Congress with an unhap- 


py choice. 


Despite his popularity, few in Congress 


c o n s i d e r Ford presidential timber. 
Among other drawbacks, he Is devoid of 
any background in International rela- 
tions. 


The alternative — should Nixon be 


ousted from office — is Speaker Carl Al- 
bert now next in line of succession. Few 
feel that Albert has the qualifications of 
a president. 


In addition, Nixon has again alienated 


the Senate by the firing of special prose- 
cutor Archibald Cox who was a creature 
of the Senate — imposed on Nixon — as 
the price for the confirmation of Attor- 
ney General Elliot Richardson. 


As a result of Cox's dismissal, Rich- 


ardson was forced to resign because he 
had pledged to the Senate that Cox would 
remain independent In carrying out his 
Watergate investigation. 


Also ousted was Deputy Attorney Gen- 


eral William Ruckelshaus, formerly in- 
terim head of the FBI, leaving the Jus- 
tice Department once again leaderlcss. 


It appears that only Judge John J. Si- 


rica can ball Nixon and the country out 
of Its latest confrontation. Should he — 
or the court of appeals — decide that 
Nixon's compromise meets the needs of 
the court, then Nixon will have escaped. 


Otherwise, the first impeachment pro- 


ceeding since the unsuccessful one 
against President Andrew Johnson, may 
begin in earnest.

Tho Constitution provides that the 


House, by majority vote, can impeach — 
In effect, Indict — high officials. A two- 
thirds vote in the Senate is required for 
conviction and removal from office. The 
Constitution says Impeachment shall be 
for "trcnwm, bribery or other high 
crimes and misdemeanors." 


The White House predicted Sunday 


President Nixon would survive the crisis 
of confidence and the threat of Impeach- 
ment arising from his refusal to obey a 
court order that he surrender his Water- 
gate tapes to the courts. 


This latest crisis comes only 11 days

Stevenson bill seen as 'orderly ivay ouf

Sen. Adlai E. Stevenson III, D-I11., said 


Sunday he will Introduce legislation to 
create a new office of independent prose- 
cutor as an honorable way to alleviate 
the confrontation between President Nix- 
on and the courts and Congress. 


He said at the present time it would be 


unacceptable for Congress either to im- 
peach Nixon or acknowledge its inability 
to rid the government of corruption. 


Stevenson told a Chicago news confer- 


ence one day after Nixon fired Archibald 
Cox as special Watergate prosecutor that 
creating a new independent prosecutor's 
post might be "an orderly way out of the 
confrontation between himself (Nixon) 
and the legislative and judicial branches 
of government." 


HE SAID IF Congress created a posi- 


tion of Independent prosecutor, the U.S. 
District Court In Washington, D.C., 
would name Cox to the post If it desired. 
Stevenson said he planned to Introduce 


legislation Tuesday to create the post. 


"The President has broken faith with 


the Senate and with his own attorney 
general, who acted with faith In the per- 
formance of his duties," said Stevenson.' 
"If Nixon falls to take this honorable' 
course recreating an independent prose- 
cutor and still sets himself above the law 
and disobeys the two court orders nl-' 
ready standing, then we must assume' 
that there is no honorable course for the 
man to take and we must impeach him."

U. S. • Soviets push for Mideast peace

The United States and the Soviet Union 


proposed a U.N. Security Council resolu- 
tion Sunday night calling for an in-place 
Middle East cease-fire within 12 hours. 


Tho measure, presented to an emer- 


gency session of the Security Council, 
called for an Immediate start to nego- 
tiations between Israel and the Arabs 
"under appropriate auspices." 


Diplomatic sources said U.N. Secretary 


General Kurt Wnldheim had let it be 
known he was willing to be such "ap- 
propriate auspices." 


Tho resolution submitted to the U.N.' 


Security Council by the Soviet Union and 
the United States: 


• Calls on all parties to the present 


fighting to cease all firing and terminate 
all military activity immediately, no 
later than 12 hours after the moment of 
the adoption of this decision, in the posi- 
tions they now occupy; 


• Calls on. the parties concerned to 


start immediately after the cease-fire 
the implementation of the Security Coun- 
cil resolution 242 of Nov. 22, 19G7, in all 
of Its parts; 


• Decides that immediately and con- 


currently with the cease-fire, negotia- 
tions start between the parties concerned 
under appropriate auspices aimed at es- 
tablishing a just and durable peace in 
the Middle East. 


The emergency session of the council 


convened at 10:17 p.m. EDT at the re- 
quest of the U.S. and Soviet Union after 
talks between Soviet Communist party 
leader Leonid I. Brezhnev and Secre- 
tary of State Henry A. Kissinger in Mos- 
cow. Kissinger was due back in Wash- 
ington today. 


There was no immediate Israeli action 


in the U.N. to the resolution. 


On the Arab side, the Syrians were 


noncommltal. Eqyptian Foreign Minister 
Mohammed Hassan El-Zayyat held an 
extensive pre-meetlng conference with 
Chineses diplomats, while Egyptian Am- 
bassador A. Esmat Abdcl Meguid con- 
ferred with Africans. 


One Egyptian diplomat conceded pri- 


vately that the Soviet-American resolu- 
tion would leave Egypt in a much more 
favorable position than It would leave 
Syria. Israeli forces were reported with- 
in 10 to 13 miles of Damascus while 


Egyptian troops were reported three to 
five miles on the Israel side of the 
Suez Canal. 


MEANWHILE, ISRAEL said Sunday it 


had widened its bridgehead inside Egypt 
to nearly 500 square miles in an all-day 
battle Involving tanks, artillery and plan- 
es and that Its forces were 45 miles from 
Cairo. But Egypt said Israel "will never 
be able to reach Cairo." 


"We are on the road to a decision," 


Israeli Chief of Staff Lt. Gen. David Ela- 
zar said in a national radio interview. 
"This is a solid and wide base from 
which it is possible to continue to act 
against the Egyptian forces. All these 
battles arc contributing to that general 
decision." 


E1 a z a r said the most important 


achievement of his troops in Egypt has 


been the destruction of Arab antiaircraft 
missile batteries. "As a result of this, the 
air force's free rein in the skies has in- 
creased and the air force is helping the 
ground activity more," he said. 


Cairo reports said 2,000 tanks were in- 


volved in battle on the Sinai desert in 
what appeared to be the greatest tank 
struggle in Middle East history. 


The Arab world, angered at open U.S. 


support of Israel, made its oil embargo 
to the United States complete, with the 
Persian Gulf states of Kuwait, Behrcin 
and Qatar joining Saudi Arabia, Libya 
and Abu Dhabi in cutting off exports to 
the U.S. 


Iraq called on all 11 Arab oil producing 


states to punish the United States even 
more by nationalizing U.S. oil and eco- 
nomic holdings in the Arab world, break- 


ing off diplomatic and economic ties with; 
Washington and withdrawing billions of 
Arab dollars from U.S. banks. 


Egypt charged Sunday that the United 


States Is flying replacement warplancs 
for Israel directly into the occupied Sinai 
Peninsula which Egypt claims as Egyp- 
tian territory. Cairo said at least 35 
Phantom jet fighter-bombers were flown 
by American pilots to El-Arish air base 
as part of an airlift of new weaponry to 
replace Israel's war losses. 


In Damascus, a Syrian military spokes- 


man early Monday reported all night 
heavy fighting at Mt. Herman in the 
Golan Heights between Syrian troops 
and helicopter-borne Israelis. The first 
wave of Israeli troops landed in the re- 
gion at 3 p.m. Sunday and by evening 
the fighting was still going on. 


Oakland wins second straight World Series 


OAKLAND (UPI) - The Oakland A's, 


proving that power beats prayer, won 
their second straight World Series Sun- 
day as Bert Campnnerls and Reggie 
Jackson belted two-run homers to beat 
the New York Mets 5-2. 


The A's, whose attack was stifled by 


New York's superb pitching through the 
first six games, struck dramatically and 
swiftly to kill the Met's fervent hope of a 
"miracle" victory such as they achieved 
In 1969. 


They got power from both an unexpect- 


ed source, Campaneris, and an expected 
one, Jackson, to grab a 4-0 lead in the 
third inning. 


Then the A's routinely coasted to the 


victory which ended the Series four 
games to three. 


The A's, .a team that defies the tradi- 


tional bromides of team play and togeth- 
erness with their constant clubhouse 
bickering and turmoil, needed help from 
the Mets to win the Series — New York 
kicked away the first and third games on 
unearned runs — but Sunday Oakland 
won all by itself. 


Ken Holtzman. a pitcher who had come 


to the n'p'e "-'•• ""?e all season because 
of the Americrn League designated hit- 


ter rule, lined an 0-2 pitch down the left- 
field line for a one-out double in the 
third, the first nit off loser Jon Matlack.

land's first home run of the Series. 


Joe Rudl singled to center before Mat-

'Outer Planets' developer Lee N. Romano sees Northwest 


suburbs as the 'new Loop'; critics not quite so land

Leo N. Romano has been described 


by some as n free-lance Jules Verne. 


But Romano hai spent infinitely 


more time assembling and planning 
development 
of 
his 
"Northwest 


Loop" properties in Schaumburg, 
R o l l i n g Meadows and Arlington 
HelghU than It took to write "Twenty 
Thousand Leagues Under the Sea." 


The man who bills himself as a 


"land concept designer" believes the 
Northwest suburban area will be- 
come the eventual hub of Chicago- 
area business and commerce. For 
this reason he has devoted 28 years 
to acquiring about 330 acres of land 
ho considers destined to contain "the 
city of the future." 


Believers call him a visionary; 


critics label him eccentric. Out all 
agree that Leo Romano is not an or- 
dinary person. 


In his scheme. Schaumburg is 


"whcro it's oil at" Romano plans n 
238-acro Outer Planets development 
there which will bo the major part of 
his "Loop." 


He looks at that project ,is a "city 


within the Village of Schaumburg." 
He has accordingly re-arranged his 
timetable so that "Outer Planets" 
will bo developed in nearby Rolling 
Meadows and an Arlington Heights 
hotel. 


XON1NC TOIt part of the Outer 


Planets project, which he obtained In 
IDfifl, lapsed when the state pur- 
chased 20 of Romano's first no acres 
for a right-of-way to connect 1-90 
with Rtc. S3 and Hlgglns Road. 


But the developer-designer came 


back to Schaumburg last summer 
with a new plan ho felt the village 
couldn't refuse. 


In the long run, Schaumburg ac- 


cepted his plnn and agreed to annex 
and zone a GC-acrc parcel and anoth- 
er 74 acres. 


But approval was over the objec- 


tion of the zoning board of appeals, 
which felt "plans were too sketchy " 


WHILE SOMB trustees admit to 


reservations, they have all endorsed 
the concept presented by Romano. 
The village also considers It prefer- 
able to annex the larxl and maintain 


rWENTY-EIGHT YEARS of planning 
has gone Into Lee N. 
Romano's 


"Norfhwatt Loop" concept for prop- 
erKes in Schaumburg, Rolling Mead- 
ows and Arlington Heights. The land 
concept designer estimates his Out- 
er Planets and other 
developments, 


encompasiing about 350 acres, will 
carry a value of more than $750 mil- 
lion on completion, expected In 15 
years. 


control rather than turn it down and 
face cither litigation or annexation to 
another village which might not ex- 
ert the same type of control. 


Romano is confident he will get ap- 


proval but has been sharply critical 
of the zoning board and its chairman, 
Russell Parker. 


"That man did everything he could 


to destroy me In Schaumburg. He's a 
detriment to the village," Romano 
commented. 


Right now Romano and a contin- 


gent of architects from John Graham 
and Co., Seattle, arc concentrating 
on Phase One of the Schaumburg 
program. 


"This is the first time luxury high- 


rise apartments and condominiums 
arc being built outside the City of 
Chicago," he says. Four 32-story 


buildings containing 1,160 units are 
planned. Half will be rentals. 


"My complex is going to be for 


people who want to live the good life 
and can afford it," Romano remark- 
ed. 
: 


Rentals will start at $300 for effi- 


ciency units. Condominiums will 
range from $65,000. 


RECREATION SPACE and facil- 


ities, a pool in the penthouse of each 
building plus other olymplc-size 
ground-level pools and tennis courts 
will be included. 


"There will be a restaurant-coffee 


shop in the first part of the devel- 
opment but it is going to be Ameri- 
can style — somewhere you can go 
for eggs in the morning or a good 
steak." 


Eventually, the complex will have 


a 
complete self-contained 
trans- 


portation system. But for starters 
limousine service to nearby shopping 
centers, airports and other locations 
will be provided. 


"As the complex grows (he expects 


30,000 persons to live there on com- 
pletion with another 70,000 employed 
in Out Planets) we will get into 
'people movers' — maybe moving 
sidewalks and a mono-rail but I can't 
say yet. Whatever proves best is 
what will be put in," he added. 


Helicopter pads arc also planned. 


A complete security system with 
gatekeepers and doormen at every 
building is a must, Romano says. 
Closed circuit TV, operated in con- 
junction with the village, is also in 
the plan. 


I THINK WE arc going to get a 


good mix as far as age is concerned 
but Outer Planets is definitely going 
to appeal only to certain persons. 
Professionals, executives, we may be 
renting some residential space to 
corporations," he continued. 


Romano is currently headquar- 


tered in his home on Golf Road in 
Arlington Heights but he soon will 
move into offices in the new Wood- 
field Executive Plaza. 


He claims to have spent over 


$100,000 in presenting his latest plan 
to Schaumburg. But questions about 
where the money comes from re- 


sulted in angry responses from Ro- 
mano. He thinks persons who make 
that kind of Inquiry are "rude, crude 
and immature." 


"You have no right to ask me 


where the money is coming from. It 
is my business and'my own private 
money," he retorted. 


According to his lawyers, staff 


members of McDermott, Will & 
Emory, Romano is a "real'estate 
dealer" and this is how he makes a 
living. 


ROMANO PREFERS to discuss 


only Phase One at present "The big 
buildings (a 126-story tower, a space 
needle and other residential and 
commercial structures) are a long 
way down the road over the next 15 
years," he pointed out. 


Concerning Federal Aviation Ad- 


ministration consultation on the high- 
rises, Romano says his attorneys will 
contact those officials at the proper 
time for discussion. 


Initially, 33 acres of private 


schools within Outer Planets were 
planned. But Romano has re-consid- 
ered and is making a $58,000 cash 
donation to Schaumburg Township 
Dist. 54 and will renegotiate increas- 
ing his contribution if more than 116 
children (school district projections) 
come from the complex. He is also 
promising to discuss a school site in 
the future but points out ho would 
prefer to buy an additional parcel 
rather than use what he now owns. 


THROUGHOUT ZONING hearings, 


Romano's temper was quick to flare 
when his development was criticized. 
But his attitude is more placid now 
that things are settled and Outer 
Planets is apparently coming into 
the village.

The four are whipping up all kinds of gostronomlcal 


delights In a bachelor survival course offered for the first 
time at the new school. 


The course Is Intended to release them from the traditional 


slnglo male's bondage to the frozen foods section of grocery 
stores and foal-food chain restaurants. 


"It used to bo the boys who hung around outside the home 


cc room looking for samples, but now It's the girls," laughed 
Linda Babl, who teaches the course. 


THE GUYS admitted they were razzed a little In the begin- 


ning by their friends, but one of them, Don Schwartz, said he 
know several guys who were planning to sign up next year. 


"I really thought I'd be ridiculed or kidded about it a lot," 


added Ron Moran, "but my friends say they're going to take 
It now." 


Wearing denim aprons they made themselves, the gents 


cook each day except one, which Is set aside for shopping. 
The class goes to a local grocery store and purchases items 


needed for all foods classes. They get some strange looks, one 
of them said, when they load 10 dozen eggs into the cart. 


The guys are learning to prepare all types of meals, con- 


centrating right now on lunch. Earlier, they mastered snacks 
and breakfast that included making french crepes with or- 
ange sauce — a definite hit 


EVEN THOUGH all but one member of the class goes 


directly to lunch after the cooking session, Mrs. Babl said 
leftovers are rare. When something isn't eaten, the guys usu- 
ally take it home to share with their families. 


Mrs. Babl said she finds boys to be more creative cooks 


than most of the girls in other classes. 


"Fellas seem to have more ideas on how to change recipes 


and substitute Ingredients," she commented. "I guess they're 
probably just more adventuresome." 


SHE ALSO finds that doing the dishes after a meal is a big 


adjustment for most of the guys. "They just aren't used to 
finishing the job through to the end," she said, which is no 
revelation to most women who have traditionally handled the 
chore. 


The guys say they have learned to accept cleaning up as a 


necessary evil, and are *xying out some of the recipes they 
learn at school at home. 


"Right now I'm trying to get my mom out of the kitchen 


— it's her domain, you know," said Ron Moran. 


All of the boys took the course particularly because they 


were Interested in learning to cook. 


"I like making things and I thought I could use the course," 


said Paul Hopkins. 


THE MOST HONEST of the group, Kent Perry, said, "I 


took it because I like to eat!" 


Cooking is definitely the most popular part of the course, 


but the semester includes several other survival techniques. 
Besides the sewing instruction they received in making their 
aprons, the guys will learn to mend clothes and sew on but- 
tons. 


Consumer education is stressed, too, and buying a car, ren- 


ting an apartment and getting the money's worth for products 
will be discussed. 


As part of instruction in personal and home management,

Tho Wheeling Park District Is negotiating to buy the bus 


owned by the Omnl-Housc: Youth Services Bureau. If the sale 
is approved, tho park district will assume insurance and 
maintenance costs for the bus, and share the vehicle with 
OmnMIousc.

"THE DEPARTMENT of Housing and 


Urban Development for all practical pur- 
poses Is out of tho open space business," 
Krnman said. Since Jan. 1, ho sold, (he 
program was affected by the presidential 
freeze on grant programs and then In 
Juno tho open space program expired. 


Kramnn further said tho Illinois De- 


portment of Conservation, which is han- 
dling Bureau of Outdoor Recreation 
funds, has applications asking for more 
money than Is currently available. He 
said Its budget was cut this year. 


Hospital security becoming a problem

For years, much of hospital security 


was delegated to paunchy, white-haired 
men only a few years shy of retirement. 


Often poorly-trained and ill-equipped, 


the one-man security force was the 
mainstay of hospitals during the late- 


night and early-morning hours. 


While these men were once adequate 


protection, many hospitals are dis- 
covering the need for more and better 
trained security people. 


"When Lutheran General first opened, 


we had no need for security guards," T.

"Now we have a full-scale security 
system, Including a director of security 
and a force of workers." 


Jacobsen recently reported on a survey 


which indicates security is becoming a 
major problem in American hospitals. 
One administrator noted in the report 
that security guards pulled "from the 
ranks of those neartng retirement age or 
with limiting physical disabilities . . . 
can't cope with the variety of violence 
and activity we face," 


THE INCREASE in crime and trespass 


in hospitals corresponds with the growth 
of the surrounding community, Jacobsen 
said. Willie large hospitals have experi- 
enced problems with drug thefts and at- 
tacks on female employes, others have 
problems with thefts from autos and 
patients' rooms, he said. 


"We've had batteries stolen, wheels 


taken off cars and automobiles stolen," 
he said. "That was one of the reasons we 
put on the force." 


The guards also serve as protection for 


the women "who are in and out of the 
building at all hours of the day," he 
added. 


The most frequently used hospital se- 


curity force is an in-house guard system, 
according to Jacobsen. Lutheran Gener- 
al's 13-man force is composed of law en- 
forcement veterans, ex-servicemen and 
young men studying law enforcement 


WALTER MEDE, head of Lutheran 


General security, notes that most of the 
men have had some type of military or 
supervisory experience. On-the-job train- 
ing takes at least six weeks, he said. 


"In a place this big and complete, it 


takes that long just to acquaint them 
with the main building," he said. 


A former industrial security guard and 


Nilcs policeman, Mede said hospital se- 
curity is unique from any other type. 


"The hospital is in operation around 


the clock every day of the year — there 
must be access for people who need 
help," he said. "Generally speaking, the 
traffic flow of visitors and employes is 
constant." 


In addition to the security force, Lu- 


theran General has installed closed-cir- 
cuit television in many areas of the hos- 
pital. 


"With television, one man can do the 


job of several," Mede said. "With radio 
equipment, we can dispatch an officer 
right to the scene of any trouble." 


THE LUTHERAN General security de- 


partment works with the philosophy of 
crime prevention, according to Mede. 


Village to consider 


auto sticker increase 


The Wheeling Village Board tonight 


will again review an ordinance that 
would increase the cost of vehicle stick- 
ers in the village. 


The ordinance has been tabled twice 


because not all board members were 
present. The increase in fees is designed 
to provdc additional .money for the road 
and bridge fund. With the increase, 
stickers for cars would cost $10 and sti- 
ckers for motor bikes would cost $6. 


The board is also considering changing 


the fee schedule for semi-trailers and 
trucks in the village. 


Plans for The Forums condominiums 


are scheduled for review. The plans for 
the ISO-unit project on Elmhurst Road 
were not approved last week because 
drawings were not complete. The project 
is being developed by Victor Smigel. 


Bids will be opened for leasing a min- 


imum of six police cars for a three year 
period. Two other bid openings are 
scheduled for a salt spreader and a pub- 
lic works car. 


The meeting will begin at 8 p.m. at the 


village hall, 255 W. Dundee Rd. Prior to 
the meeting the board members will In- 
terview applicants for a vacancy on the 
police and fire commission. 


"We try to remove the opportunity for 


something to take place — we patrol 24 
hours a day and escort nurses to their 
cars at night. Narcotics are carefully 
controlled," he said. 


Accident prevention is another function 


of the guards, who watch for chipped 
sidewalks, fires and other hazards as 
they patrol the building. 


While patroling corridors and parking 


lots is a major function, the guards also 
help to subdue any unruly patients. 


"We have a lot of duties with psy- 


chiatric patients — we're called at least 
two times a day to restrain a patient 
from hurting himself or others," Mede 
said. 


ONE OF THE most troublesome secur- 


ity problems is protecting patients' valu- 
ables, according to the security chief. 


"We provide safety deposit boxes for 


any valuables or currency," he said. 
'Valuables left in patient rooms arc of- 
ten misplaced, lost or stolen." 


While some hospitals have armed their 


guards with guns. Mede allows his men 
to carry only mace and nightsticks. 


"If we have a situation where someone 


is acting violent, we call in the local po- 
lice," he said. "I personally don't think 
guns have any place in a hospital — fir- 
ing a gun in crowded conditions would do 
more damage than good."

Daley-Walker pact a good sign 


After nine months of political in- 


fighting which has effectively par- 
nly/cd action on major legislative 
problems confronting the state of 
Illinois, finally there's hope of com- 
promise between 
two 
factions, 


which could signal progress toward 
solution of some of those problems. 


Among the many antagonists 


who have been putting political ad- 
vantage above the needs of the 
state, two of the principal actors 
have finally reached accord on one 
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of the overriding issues facing the 
78th General Assembly. 


' We refer, of course, to the agree- 
ment between two of the most pow- 
erful elected officials in the state 
— Gov. Daniel Walker and Chicago 
Mayor Richard J. Daley — on the 
crucial question of a mass transit 
plan for the Chicago metropolitan 
urea. 


For the first time since Walker's 


Inauguration in January, the gov- 
ernor and the mayor have ham- 
mered out an agreement on a ma- 
jor issue which both can live with, 
rather than each doggedly insisting 
on his own master plan. 


We arc not concerned here with 


the substance of the mass transit 
program on which Walker and Da- 
ley have reached accord — it has 
b o t h a d v a n t a g e s and dis- 
advantages for all concerned. Nor 
are we dismayed by the fact that 
both men have obvious political 
motivations in accepting portions 
of the compromise plan which they 
earlier opposed. 


The significance in the mass- 


transit agreement between the two 
Democratic leaders is their tacit 
acceptance of what both have long 
known to be a political fact of life 
in Illinois: neither the governor nor 
the mayor of Chicago can accom- 
plish much without the cooperation 
of the other. 


There is an unfortunate tendency 


to label any agreement between 
anti-machine Walker and chief ma- 
chinist Daley as a "deal." But, 
whether you happen to like either 
of them, Walker was elected by the 
people to lead the state, and he 
must have cooperation in the legis- 
lature to accomplish this; and it is 
equally true that Daley is the elect- 
ed leader of nearly a third of the 
state's population and he has a 
proper voice in consideration of the 
state's business. 


It was therefore a startling but 


welcome sight to see the governor 
appear with two of Daley's most 
powerful supporters in the legisla- 
ture, Senate Minority Leader Cecil 
Partee of Chicago and House Mi- 
nority Leader Clyde Choate of 
Anna, to announce the Democrats'

united front. 


What remains lacking in the 


compromise is the voice of Re- 
publicans, which' is equally neces- 
sary for any meaningful plan to 
solve the mass transit dilemma or 
any of the other pressing issues be- 
fore the legislature. 


To 
date, Republican House 


Speaker W. Robert Blair of Park 
Forest has shown no inclination to 
meet this new Democratic coali- 
tion half-way on the mass transit 
problem, still insisting that the leg- 
islature approve his own plan. 


To be sure, Blair has the respon- 


sibility and the right to fight for a 
plan which he believes to be better 
t h a n the Walker-Daley com- 
promise. And the obligation to 
reach an accord between the two 
parties weighs just as heavily upon 
Walker and Daley as it does on 
Blair. 


The time is ripe for all three to 


accept this further political fact of 
life and come up with a plan which 
will bring swift action on the much- 
needed Regional Transit Authority. 


"Our house Is built with the living 


room in the back, so that in the evenings 
we sit out in front of the garage and 
watch the traffic go by." 


There is a picture, in Bill Owens' photo 


book "Suburbia," of a couple and their 
young son gazing contendedly into 
Owens' camera. They are, Indeed, gazing 
out towards the traffic — just as they vc 
told the photographer. 


Such a picture and a quotation might, 


in one sense, be regarded as a sharp 
commentary on the nothingness of subur- 
ban life. Considering the source of the 
book, it could seem appropriate. 


Owens' "Suburbia," released earlier 


this year, is published by Straight Arrow 
Books, an offshoot of Rolling Stone 
magazine, that youth and politics-ori- 
ented rag which is now one of the hippest 
and best written magazines available at 
your newsstand. 


Rolling Stone doesn't hesitate to mock 


what we might regard as suburban val- 
ues. Yet "Suburbia" is a very different 
kind of book, and for those who care, 
there are Insights offered into the kind of 
life we lead. 


There's a compassionate, objective feel 


to it, as Owens states: "The photos in 
this book express the lives of the people I 
know. The comments on each photograph 
arc what the people feel about them- 
selves." 


The photography's excellent. Owens 


began taking the photos as a photog- 
grapher for a newspaper in Livermore, 
Calif., a suburb of San Francisco. He 
faces his suburban subjects squarely, 
and the couples and their children reflect 
his honest photography. Neither they nor 
the photographer flinch. 


In all of these pictures of suburbanites 


and their homes and their lives, there 
are two conclusions that can be drawn: 


First, the easy one — these are North- 


west suburban residents as well as resi- 
dents of Livermore. Our suburbs are the 
same; people aren't much different here 
or in California, and our toys, be they 
campers or cocktails parties, extend 
across America from Schaumburg to San 
Francisco. 


Second, the difficult conclusion is that 
there is in Owens' chronicle of suburbia 
a sense that something has gone awry 
and that something is missing in our 
lives. 


Because Owens is an excellent photog- 


grapher, you sense it is not with his pho- 
tography, but with the people in Liver- 
more and with the people in the North- 
west suburbs. 


Part of it is the horrifying sense of 


newness that comes 
from living in 


houses built only a few months before 
over soil which used to be farmland. The 
homes seemed unfurnished and unlived- 
in, and the people have a sameness that 
comes out of Owens' photographs. 
% 


Owens is not saying we are bigots or

even narrow-minded, for there's a diver- 
sified chuminess, a back-slapping quality 
about this kind of suburbia. There's the 
Chamber of Commerce quality to this 
life, a superficial warmth that does offer 
a kind of glow to it. 


But people In Bill Owens' suburbia re- 


late best to their own children, not to 
their past or, in any deep way, to their 
neighbors. In Livermore, the subdivi- 
sions end at the mountains, and the em- 
ptiness of the mountains somehow per- 
vades the artificiality of the society that 
lies below them. 


Sometimes, it doesn't seem much dif- 


ferent here, and if Bill Owens tried to 
photograph the Northwest suburbs, I be- 
lieve he might convey the same kind of 
feeling.

opments. On other occasions, the mayor 
has said that we must have apartments 
because the courts force us to grant the 
zonlnji to the developers, and because we 
cannot deny the land owner the right to 
UM; his land In the manner lie chooses. 
He row seems to be saying that not only 
must we accept P.U.D.'s. we should wel- 
come them as a "magic cure." I tils- 
agree. I do not believe that we must sur- 
render the future growth of our village to 
hlKh-rlio apartment builders. 


It Is particularly distressing to sec our 


mayor taking such a stance when the 
predominance 
of 
municipal 
opinion 


seems to he swinging In the opposite di- 
rection. The day after the article ap- 
peared. Chicago Today presented a fea- 
ture, pointing out bow many suburban 
communities are taking steps to oppose 
the developer. A recent Issue of Time 


Magazine contained a detailed review of 
the situation on a nation-wide basis. The 
Today article quotes John Nnlsbltt, head 
of the Urban Research Corp., "While for 
years there have been ad lioc protests 
against specific building projects in vari- 
ous parts of the country, we arc not wit- 
nessing the widespread passage of laws 
and ordinances to control growth." 


There are currently some 4,900 mul- 


tiple family units under construction In 
the village, not to mention those which 
already exist. Where arc we going? 


Is it a "magic cure" If we end up with 


more apartment dwellers than home- 
owners? The advocates of high-rise high- 
density development accuse the oppo- 
nents of objecting on an emotional basis, 
that apartments will attract "non-nice" 
people to the area. They attempt to keep 
homeowners on the defensive by evoking 
traditional American feelings about prej- 
udice nnd equality among men. But, is a 
person's opposition emotional when real- 
tors tell him that his house Is worth less 
than an identical house two blocks away 
because he lives across the street from 
an apartment development? It doesn't 
make any difference whether apartment 
dwellers arc "nice" or "non-nice," rich 
or poor, green, white, black or purple. 
The fact Is that they arc transient. They 
pay no real estate taxes, school taxes or 
park district taxes. Granted, the owner 
of the development pays a real estate 
tax, which Is in the rent. But the renter 
has no equity, or roota In the village, and 
for the most part, they don't care about 
the future of the village. But they use our 


water and sewer lines, police and fire 
protection, and crowd our schools and 
park districts, I do not believe that the 
village owes anything to land developers. 
To the contrary, It Is my view that vil- 
lage government should concern Itself 
with the Interests of the residents rather 
than securing the ability of the developer 
to maximize his profits. It now appears 
that almost the entire southern one-third 
of the village Is going to be multiple fam- 
ily units. From Golf Road to the southern 
limits, and from Rtc. 83 to the western 
limit, all of the undeveloped land is being 
taken by apartments. Now it appears 
Rob Roy Country Club In the northern 
section will go to planned unit devel- 
opment. Is this the "magic" which will 
make our village an attractive place to 
live In the future? 


Instead of welcoming P.U.D.'s as a 


"magic cure," I would urge that we 


l-y- 


crack down on apartment developers. We 
have n zoning ordinance which was ap- 
proved by the present village board less 
than a year ago. Instead of constantly 
granting variations from the ordinance 
as has been the case, let us- begin to en- 
force the law as written. We must take a 
stand against P.U.D.'s, and if necessary, 
spend the money that is necessary in a 
court battle. And if the village should 
lose, refuse to annex the property at a 
later date when asked for re-annexation. 
When contractors realize there will he a 
court battle, and possibly, two to three 
years construction delay, they may hesi- 


tate to purchase the property in our vil- 
lage. And if we feel it necessary to annex 
the property, we can negotiate for pos- 
sible compromise on height and density, 
because the contractor needs the vil- 
lage's sewer and water, police and public 
works to get lower insurance rates, not 
to mention the prestige of the Mount 
Prospect address. If we don't, I am af- 
raid that some day we will find that the 
"cure" killed the patient.

override the veto. 


The result is that Congress either has 


to backtrack and scale down its propos- 
als to a level acceptable to the White 
House or give up. 


As a result, some congressional liber- 


als are looking toward the 1974 elections 
to pull them out of the impasse. 


With no indication that Nixon plans to 


compromise, Congress will remain sad- 
dled with having its bills returned 
throughout the rest of this session and 
until the end of next year. 


That's why U.S. Sen. Walter F. Mon- 


dale, D-Minn., said that the primary goal 
of American voters in 1974 is to elect a 
"veto-proof" Congress. 


"Those In Congress who supported the 


Nixon policy of selfishness at home and 
arrogance abroad must be called to ac- 
count in 1974," Mondale said in a speech 
at Toledo, Ohio. 


But getting a "veto-proof" Congress in 


the 1974 elections will be no easy task. 


In the House, which sustains vetoes 


more frequently than the Senate, the 
numbers run against the possibility of 
nullifying Nixon's veto power. 


The present lineup is 243 Democrats 


and 192 Republicans, with 291 needed to 
override a veto if everyone votes. " 


Among Democrats is a hard-core of 


about 50 southern conservatives that tend 
to agree with Nixon on priorities, mean- 
ing that to get two-thirds, the Democrats 
have to attract about 70 Republicans. 


With those kind of numbers, the Demo- 


crats arc going to have to displace Re- 
publicans or southern Democrats 
In 


wholesale numbers next year. 


But even a much smaller shift could 


help on some issues. As an example, the 
House failed by only five votes to over- 
ride a veto on the medical services 
(paramedic) program. (UPI)

Sharp shoppers have always used label 


Information in selecting foods. Now, with 
tho price of food moving out of sight, 
label information assumes even more 
Importance. 


A few manufacturers voluntarily added 


nutritional Information to labels recently. 
Now tho Food and Drug Administration 
has established rules for all food labeling 
to bo phased in over tho next year. 


Required Information on the label will 


show tho serving size and tho number of 
servings. 
Calorics, protein, carbohy- 


drate, and fat are detailed per serving. 
Because of Its Importance in diet, protein 


will be stated In two ways — the amount 
in grams, and the percentage of the U.S. 
Recommended Dally Allowance (U.S. 
RDA) In each serving. Two minerals — 
iron and calcium, and five vitamins — A, 
C, thalmln, rlboflavln, and nlacln arc to 
bo stated in terms of a percentage of the 
U.S. RDA. 


OTHER INFORMATION is optional. 


For example, fat may bo divided Into 
polyunsotured and satured amounts. So- 
dium, for people on a salt-free diet, and 
cholesterol, for Individuals concerned 
about dietary intake of cholesterol, may 
bo noted on Iho label.

In tho past yenr, Miss Rowland's stud- 


ies of community health needs have re- 
sulted In contracts for 10 new hospitals 
with 1,230 beds that will cost at least SS5 
million. She Is a market analyst for Ex- 
tcndlcarc Inc. of Louisville, Ky., an In- 
vestor-owned hospital concern, and has 
the next to last word on tho company's 
capital expenditures. 


Extcndlcarc says Us executive com- 


mittee, in her two years with the com- 
pany, has approved all of her rccommcn- 
<lntIons. In one Instance, when she re- 
viewed an earlier proposal on which 
5?">,000 already had been spent, the com- 
mittee went along with her veto. 


THK 31-YKAH.OI.D native of Prince- 


ton. Ky., a former securities analyst,, 
now Ilexes her financial muscles in the" 
nation's second largest industry. Ex- 
penditures on health care amount to $83 
billion annually with tho biggest chunk 
of $.12 billion going to hospitals. 


"Wo don't promise a community tho 


moon or let local people think Santa 
ClntM has just walked In," said Miss 
Rowland, ''ho visits an area after a 
request for n hospital is filed by a doctor, 
bank president or tho Chamber of Com- 
merce. 


"Some communities arc not suitable 


for Extcndlcarc, If an area has an ex- 


ceptionally high unemployment rate, it is 
economically unstable and there is no 
real need for a business-operated hospi- 
tal," she added. 


How far patients must travel to exist- 


ing hospitals is another essential factor 
In Miss Rowland's study. "Doctors main- 
tain If you can't get to a hospital within 
30 minutes, your chances of survival arc 
minimal," she said. 


ONCE THE COMPANY decides to 


build, "Wo spend approximately $40,000 
per bed," Miss Rowland said, "while the 
national average Is $75,000 per bed." The 
company can cut costs because It has 
national contracts and gets volume dis- 
counts on all basic equipment. 


"We also get money cheaper," she 


said. Extendlcare, with annual sales 
close to the $100 million mark, uses bond 
issues, savings Institutions, real estate 
Investment trusts and mortgage loans to 
finance each new hospital separately. 
The majority of hospitals, built by volun- 
tary agencies, must rely on fund-raisers 
for 75 per cent of their financing. 


In addition to operating 47 hospitals In 


12 states, Extcndlcarc has recruited 105 
doctors in tho past 20 months for commu- 
nities where they are most needed. 


Tho company also prides Itself on a 


social conscience. "It's on utterly falsa 
statement that proprietary hospitals take 
only cases that make money," says Miss 
Rowland. "In 1972 we paid more than $2 
million in medical services for in- 
dlgcnts."

For example, wom- 
en 60 years old need only two-thirds the 
calorics and 85 per cent of the protein 
needed by men the same age. Children 
four years old need less than half as 
much protein as men. 


When following label recommenda- 


tions, remember these overstatements. 


YOU CAN USE label information two 


ways: 


• Study label information to become 


more aware of the different types of nu- 
trients and daily recommended amounts. 
Compare nutritional contents of similar 


foods to determine which is a better buy. 
For example, compare fresh milk with 
cream or American cheese; canned tuna 
fish with peanut butter; or orange juice 
with tomato juice. Less meaningful are 
comparisons of dissimilar foods — leafy 
green vegetables with milk, for example. 


• Buy only as much nutrition as you 


need. Overbuying not only wastes scarce 
food money, but leads to obesity. Foods 
with the highest nutritive values, as 
stated on labels, may not be the best se- 
lection for specific uses. For example— 


You might decide to serve stewed to- 


matoes instead of applesauce for dinner 
because the label shows tomatoes pro- 
vide more vitamins A and C. But, if vita- 
min C was supplied by orange juice at 
breakfast, then you have over-supplied 
one vitamin — and shorted your family 
of a favorite dish. 


Nutritional needs should be balanced 


mn a daily basis rather than at each 
meal. • 


Choose food sources for their efficiency 


In supplying specific nutrients. Supplying 
the U.S. RDA of vitamin C might cost 5 
cents with citrus juice, 20 cents with 
fresh fruit, or 11 cents with tomatoes.

Notify Social Security office 
if you're changing your address 


Social Security pays more than $4 bil- 


lion a month to people getting checks un- 
der the retirement, disability, and survi- 
vors insurance programs. 


If you plan to move, and you're one of 


the almost 29 million people receiving So- 
cial Security checks every month, you 
should notify the Social Security Admin- 
istration promptly, according to Norman 
R. Thorcscn, manager of the Arlington 
Heights Social Security office. 


"Notifying Social Security before you 


- move will assure delivery of your Social 
Security check to your new address 
without delay or Interruption," Thoresen 
said. "Just call or write any Social Se- 
curity office and give them the Social 
Security claim number that appears on 
your check — as well as your complete 
old address and complete new address 


with ZIP code. Be sure to include the 
letter or claim symbol that follows the 
number. In addition, the post office 
should be notified of the change of ad- 
dress to ensure prompt delivery. 


"A change-of-addrcss form is printed 


on the back of envelopes in which Social 
Security checks are delivered," says 
Thoresen. "This form may be sent to 
your Social Security office. If sent to the 
Treasury Department, a longer process- 
ing time is required and a delay in 
receipt of the next check might result."

Review classifies under six major mar- 
kets: building and construction (26.5 per 
cent of the total, in Items such as window 
frames and siding); transportation (18.5 
per cent, in nutos, trains, planes, etc.); 
containers and packaging (15.2 per cent, 
in beverage cans, foil, etc.); consumer 
durables (0.2 per cent, In cookware, 
baseball bats, etc.) and machinery and 
equipment (0.1 per cent, in chemical tub- 
Ing, etc.) 


"Of course, some aluminum products 


arc much more visible than others," said 
Goldsmith, "such as household foil wrap 
and cookware.

rage sates, bawling parties, barbcqucs, 
card parties and bazaars with all of the 
proceeds going toward projects in Israel. 
Tim women also have two special Inter- 
est groups — n bowling league and a nee- 
dlework club. Tho Irawllng league meets 
every week for gutter balls and strikes 
at Hoffman Lane*. Women in the needle- 
work group take turns teaching each oth- 
er various sewing crafts from needle- 


point to dress-making. 


"IN ADDITION to raising funds for a 


very worthwhile cause, our group pro- 
vides comradery in our community," 
sold Mrs. Zimmerman. "We've moved 
out to tho suburbs leaving a lot behind 
and It is a good feeling to find each other 
again." 


Jewish women of all ages are welcome 


In Pioneer Women. According to one 
member, a few mothers have followed 
their daughters' lead and joined Aliyah. 


"It mokes for a real team relation- 


ship," said Mrs. Zimmerman.

"The Holiday for Mothers" project In 


Israel Is typical of the concern and admi- 
ration that country exhibits toward its fe- 
male population. 


Israel's long, hot summer is made a 


bit more pleasant and constructive for 
mothers of large families through a pro- 
gram of summer camps providing rest, 
relaxation, uplift and instruction. One 
woman called it simply, "an airing out of 
the brains." 


WHILE THEIR small children are 


cared for in a nursery, mothers enjoy a 
10-day holiday of songs, games, light talk 
and instruction by experts in various 
fields of importance to women from cos- 
metics to child care. They are given fine 
meals, have three counselors available 
and are given tours of the country. 


"For most of them, this is their first 


vacation from caring for very large fam- 
ilies in small crowded apartments and 
their first visit to the Holy City," said 
Mrs. Singer. 


Pioneer Women is responsible for 


building the Graduate School for Librar- 
ians at Hebrew University in Jerusalem, 
for building-and maintaining the Baby 
Nurse's Training School in Haifa and for 
conducting training courses for hospital 
dietitians and hospital housekeepers in 
Potach Tlkvah. 


AFTER 44 YEARS of funding and 


friendship, the Pioneer Women-Moetzet 
Hapoalot this year will mark the com- 
pletion of their world center in Tel Aviv, 
named after Beba Idelson, a 75-year-old 
lady who fought for the women's right to 
vote in Israel. The Arab-Israeli war has 
forced cancellation of the world con- 
v e n t i o n of Pioneer Women-Moetzet 
Hapoalot there next month, which was to 
have included a housewaraing. 


Pioneer Women are a long distance 


away from the strife in Israel, but 
through their work here in the United 
States, they are benefiting thousands of 
less fortunate in a big way.

Contraceptive drug 


Its limited use attacked

Recent government approval for limit- 


ed use of a three-month contraceptive 
has been blasted by Sen. Edward Kenne- 
dy, D-Mass., chairman of the Senate 
Health Subcommittee, and by Dr. Sidney 
M. Wolfe, director of the Ralph Nader- 
backed Health Research Group. 


The drug, Depo-Provera, provides 


three-month protection against con- 
ception. It has been used as a con- 
traceptive by women In other countries 
since I960, but has had U. S. approval 
only for therapeutic medical purposes. 


Earlier this month, however, the Food 


and Drug Administration issued a new 
ruling permitting prescription of the 
drug for contraception cases where a 
woman cannot reliably use other meth- 
ods and is willing to take the risks of 
using Depo-Provera. 


THOSE RISKS, according to the FDA, 


include the possibility of permanent in- 
fertility, side effects such as blood-clot- 
ting and breast cancer. 


The focus of Kennedy's and Dr. Wolfe's 


concern is that the drug will be used on 
institutionalized women and on women of 
low socio-economic status.

this decision will result in widespread 
use (of Depo-Provera) in institutions for 
the mentally retarded and In health clin- 
ics serving the poor and uneducated," 
Kennedy said. 


"How will informed consent be obtain- 


ed in these circumstances?" Kennedy 
asked. "Who will monitor the doctor's 
performance in obtaining informed con- 
sent?" 


Dr. Wolfe deplored the FDA decision 


as "a further entrenchment of a two- 
class system of drug prescribing" in 
which the lower class is "least likely to 
be informed by doctors of adverse effects 
of any medical treatment." 


DURING THE PAST year, evidence 


has been published in Chicago news- 
papers that certain institutions in Chi- 
cago, as well as out-of-state institutions 
housing persons who are wards of the 
state of Illinois, have subjected female 
residents to questionable birth control 
procedures. 


According to an account in the Wash- 


ington Post, many U. S. physicians are 
known to have been prescribing Depo- 
Provera for contraception for some time, 
despite the previous restriction to thera- 
peutic use. 


Kennedy asked how the new FDA label 


permitting "limited" contraceptive use 
could be expected to "be more effective 
in assuring appropriate use when in- 
appropriate use was widespread" before. 


THE NEW LABEL, according to FDA 


Commissioner Alexander M. Schmidt, 
will provide for "limiting distribution 
and monitoring the results of (the 
drug's) use." But Dr. Wolfe termed these 
restrictions "mere verbiage," since, he 
said, '.'no enforcement mechanisms exist 
for informed consent" 


The sole ingredient of Depo-Provera, 


manufactured by the Upjohn Co., is 
medroxyprogestcrone acetate. That was 
the major component of Up John's oral 
contraceptive Provest, which the FDA 
banned in 1970 after beagles on the drug 
developed breast cancer. 


Prices on fall and winter clothing are

Tho compression can be from 
arthritis in the cervical spine (neck) with 
a spur compressing a nerve root coming 
out of the spinal cord and going to the 
nerves in the arm; or a cervical disk 
protruding out and putting pressure on a 
nerve, or a muscle In the neck region 
that in certain positions compresses the 
nerve. An extra rib at the neck region 
can be a factor. Dursltls in the shoulder 
can also cause similar problems. 


If the problem Is compression from 


arthritis or a disk or local muscle prob- 
lem It Is often present In the day as well 
as at night. As I mentioned earlier, if the 
artery is compressed — a well known 
problem to specialists in heart and vas- 
cular disease — It can be demonstrated 
by moving the arm into different posi- 
tion. 


This problem is sometimes called an 


outlet syndrome. When the arm Is In cer- 
tain positions tho pulse at the wrist be- 
comes very weak or not obtainable. 
Sometimes tho problem, it if occur* only 
at night, Is related to sleep position — 
whoro you put tho arms or If someone is 
lying on the arm. 


Many doctors who arc fimllar with old 


fashioned beds with rods at the head of 


the bed know that patients who slept 
holding on to the rods could even have 
atrophy of muscles in the hand. The 
problem was relieved by sleeping with 
the hands down. 


THE ONLY WAY to solve these prob- 


lems is with a careful examination look- 
ing for obstruction or pressure on either 
artery or nerves beginning at the neck 
and extending to the hand. Obviously, if 
the pain or tingling is in the upper arm 
the obstruction is not likely to be below 
the elbow. When the cause is defined, 
then proper treatment can be Instituted. 
If it is mechanical pressure which can be 
corrected that is the obvious treatment 
of choice. That can be cither freeing of 
tho artery or o nerve. 


For the benefit of those who do have 


degeneration of the cervical spine with 
compression of a nerve root it should be 
mentioned that some of these problems 
are not treated by surgery. Sometimes 
neck braces ore used, and if active in- 
flammatory arthritis is the problem that 
must be treated as well as it can be.

The limits of two kinds of power 


by LOUIS CASSELS 


Sen. Harold E. Hughes, D-Iowa, might 


have expected loud huzzahs from clergy- 
men across the nation when he an- 
nounced recently he has decided to leave 
politics for full-time relgious work. 


Instead, he has found many ministers 


criticizing his decision and voicing fer- 
vent hopes that he'll change his mind. 


This phenomenon deserves careful ex- 


amination, for it tells a lot about both 
preachers and politicians in contempo- 
rary America. 


PREACHERS WHO are puzzled or dis- 


appointed by Hughes' decision 
are 


unable to comprehend why any man 
would voluntarily surrender the power 
that Hughes holds as a leading member 
of the U.S. Senate. 


They have been telling Hughes — in 


letters, editorials in religious publica- 
tions, and earnest face-to-face conversa- 
tion — that a strongly committed Chris- 
tian such as he can "do more good" by 
remaining where he is and working for 
governmental programs to relieve the 
ills of society. 


Noting that the two religious founda- 


tions for which Hughes will work after he 
leaves the Senate next year are noted 
primarily for sponsoring "prayer break- 
fasts," the Rev. James M. Wall, editor of 
Christian Century magazine, told Hughes 
he "couldn't imagine that this religious 
work could compare in importance with

his past and potential impact on Ameri- 
can life" as a senator. 


THIS STATEMENT reflects a con- 


viction, held by Wall and thousands of 
other liberal Protestant ministers, that 
the salvation of American society from 
demoralization and injustice can be 
achieved best, and perhaps only, through 
political and governmental action. 


On the basis of his own experience as 


three-term governor of Iowa and mem- 
ber of the U.S. Senate, Hughv has less 
confidence in the ability of government 
to solve our most serious national prob- 
lems. 


"This nation is on the edge of a precip- 


ice," he says. "The government will not 
make the decisions that are necessary 
unless the people set higher standards 
and demand those decisions. Government 


will change for the better only when 
people change for the better in their 
hearts." 


HERE IS A paradoxical spectacle In- 


deed. On one hand, clergymen, whose vo- 
cation is widely regarded by the laity (if 
not by themselves) as helping individuals 
to live better lives, place their confidence 
in political power. On the other hand, we 
see a senator, who has experienced the 
limitations of political power, deciding to 
devote the remainder of his life to help- 
ing individuals in the quest for mental 
and spritual health. 


It's arguable that both parties are dis- 


playing blind spots. 


Perhaps Hughes underestimates the 


good that can be achieved by applying 
deep religious motivation to the use of 
secular power in solving social problems. 


Pc'i.-.ps the ministers who criticize his 


decision underestimate the power of God 
to transform a sick society through the 
contagious faith and sacrificial devotion 
of committed individuals.

rental locker space In Anchorage has 
been sold out and appliance stores re- 
ported they were running out of freezers. 


"Wo sold all the freezers we could 


get," sold a Scars salesman. "I even had 
a woman call the other night who said 
she had two moose on her couch and 
wanted to buy a freezer." 


In addition to Alaska, a United Press 


Intcnotlonal survey showed surging hunt- 
er Interest throughout the West. 


Oregon, with a population of about 2 


million, issued 284,000 residential deer li- 
censes last year. Fish and game officials 
said they expect the figure to jump to 
over 300,000 this year. Elk licenses also 
are up, with an expected 90,000 this year, 
compared to 73,000 last season. 


In Washington, elk tag applications 


from hunters this year are 14,000 above 
the 1072 season — but the game depart- 
ment points out that the average for elk 
Is one per eight hunters. 


BEAR TAG SALES In California total- 


ed more than 2,000 for the first part of 
tho 1973 season, up nearly 900 over last 
season. Deer tag sales also jumped, to- 
taling 78,899 for the July-August opening 
of the early deer season, up more than 
10,000 from lost year. 


"Tag and license sales are so heavy 


they're bogging down our machinery," 
said Joe Shechnn, spokesman for the Cal- 
ifornia Deportment of Fish and Game. 


"Indications show licenses will run at 


least 200,000 just for September alone. 
Lost year for tho month it was only 
120,000. 


"Wo expect to see more and more 


hunters in tho field as the late deer sea- 
son continues. And there's a big upswing 


in license sales and preparation for the 
waterfowl season." 


DAN PATTON, a Northern California 


guide and manager of the 70,000 acre 
Dye Creek Hunting Preserve, pay-to-hunt 
facility near Red Bluff, said that because 
of the beef situation "there has been a 
tremendous Increase in interest," in deer 
and wild boar hunting. 


"When they come here they're going to 


get something like a 100-pound porker, so 
it makes the prices of the hunt look more 
attractive," Patton said. 


Hunting Interest also has jumped in 


other Western states. In Arizona, game 
officials estimated a 15 per cent increase 
in hunting applications. In Utah the jump 
was set at about 6 per cent, and a "defi- 
nite increase" was reported in Nevada. 


"Just from the conversations with 


people coming in to buy a license, I can 
tell there are many who refuse to buy 
meat from a store," said Edith Haskln of 
tho Nevada Fish and Game Department. 
"We're selling a lot more hunting licens- 
es since the meat scare. I think people 
are going hunting who have never gone 
before." 


THE SURGE IN hunting activities has 


one game official worried. 


Ray Arnett, director of fish and game 


in California, said he was upset that 
more and more people, not just hi Cali- 
fornia but throughout the country, are 
"perverting the recreational aspects of 
sport hunting by expecting to fill their 
lockers with wild game. 


"The whole point of the hunting experi- 


ence," Arnett said, "is getting out and 
communicating with nature, pitting your- 
self against the animal and the ele- 
ments, not filling a meat locker."

head coach Joe Gllwa called off his 
lluikle first stringers just before the end 
of the third quarter.

Charge officials took gifts from chemical firms 
Two townships named in kickback probe 


by STKVK KOKSYTII 


A Schaumburg Township official has 


been named In a state-wide Better Gov- 
ernment Association Investigation, in- 
volving kickbacks from chemical sales- 
men. Wheeling Township purchases were 
also cited. 


Ralph Wllkonlng, Schaumhurg Town- 


ship highway commissioner, was Identi- 
fied by the DGA as one official who pur- 
chased products from Royal Chemical 
Co. and accepted gift certificates in re- 
turn. At a press conference yesterday 
BGA official.* displayed several photo- 
graphs allegedly depleting excess chem- 
icals stored on Wllkonlng's property, 
which he rents to (ho township. 


The BGA estimated that Wilkcnlng re- 


ceived about $375 worth of premiums or 
certificates In exchange for $4,000 worth 
of business with Royal Chemicals. 


The BGA said Wilkcnlng has acknowl- 


edged receiving some gifts. He refused to 
answer any questions when contacted by 
the Herald. He referred a reporter to his 
attorney, Frank Hincs, but Hlnes de- 
clined to comment unless charges arc 
filed. 


J. TERRENCE BRUNNER, executive 


director of the BGA, described the in- 
vestigation as Involving "grassroots cor- 
ruption." He snld 69 officials In 56 Illinois 
counties have admitted accepting kick- 
backs in return for purchases made with 
public funds. The kickbacks range from 
color televisions and shotguns to kitchen 


appliances. Some have been in the form 
of cash, bonds or gift certificates, Brun- 
ncr said. 


The results of the BGA investigation 


are being turned over tills week to 
state's attorneys in the counties where 
information has been gathered. 


In addition to the kickbacks, the BGA 


investigation shed light on the practice of 
exorbitant mark-ups in sales to public 
agencies, some In the range of 300 to 500 
per cent. 


In Wheeling Township, for example, 


the BGA found that penetrating oil was 
purchased from United Laboratories of 
Addison for 27 cents an ounce. The BGA 
purchased a comparable product In a 
Chicago janitorial supply house for 7 
cents an ounce. 


Arthur Olsen, Wheeling Township high- 


way commissioner, said it is well-known 
.that chemical companies offer premiums 
or gift certificates in exchange for or- 
ders, but he said the value is often re- 
flected hi a reduced price instead. 


"I WAS JUST flabbergasted to learn I 


was .one of two highway commissioners 
in the county being accused by the. 
.BGA," Olsen said Friday. He said he did 
purchase 10 bags of ice-melting chemical 
from a Royal salesman, but he received 
no gifts. Olsen has been commissioner 
for six months and said he purchases 
supplies from the same companies his 
predecessor, Lawrence Carrozza, used. 


Brunner said the gifts are violations of 


the state .bribery statutes. He said most 


tof tills type of selling is being done by 
small chemical companies and the sales- 
men deal with outlying areas. Very little 
is showing up in Cook County, he said. 
Those who have accepted the gifts, Brun- 
ner said, are in one of two categories — 
officials who use every possible device to 
transform public responsibilities into pri- 
vate profit, and those who "simply do 
not know any better." For conviction,.the 
former would have to be proved, he 
added. 


Brunner said the kickbacks provoked 


further waste of public money by in- 
ducing officials to seek unneeded pur- 
chases so they would qualify (or greater 
premiums. Brunner said there were 
cases reported where officials' would 


pour out or waste cleaning or chemical 
supplies so they could purchase more. 


The BGA also outlined cases where In- 


voices for a single order were spread 
over several months to avoid attention 
and to qualify for purchase without bid- 
ding. The state requires that any pur- 
chase over $2,500 must be on a bid basis. 


The BGA said it has evidence of "pur- 


chasing incentives" on six companies, 
with information on 12 more. The six 
firms are: Royal, United Laboratories, 
Del Chemical Co., Imperial 
Chemical 


Corp., Climax Road Supply, and Capitol 
Heating and Plumbing Supply Co. 


Brunner said the Illinois Investigation 


parallels a state-wide investigation in 
Wisconsin that has produced convictions 
of salesmen there. 


Lake County 
paramedic plan 
hits a snag

Lake County Buffalo Grove residents 


may have to wait several more months 
before getting paramedic and fire ser- 
vice from the Buffalo Grove Fire Depart- 
ment. 


Apparently the Long Grove Fire Pro- 


tection District Is not going to allow the 
department to come into the county with- 
out a public referendum. 


Currently, all but a few Lake County 


residents arc served by the Long Grove 
district. The Cook County section of the 
village Is served by the Wheeling Fire 
Protection District, which employs the 
Buffalo Grove Fire Department Inc. 


A special committee, set up by the vil- 


lage board, has been meeting to deter- 
mine how the village should get fire pro- 
tection. The committee was formed fol- 
lowing an Independent study calling for 
one fire department. 


IT WAS AUSO formed to get residents 


In the Lake County portion of the village 
paramedic service. A group of 50 resi- 
dents presented n petition to the village 
board asking for such service, however, 
the board can take no action because of 


Ex-sewage plant 
site to village 


Wheeling officials have finalized the 


purchase of the defunct sewage treat- 
ment plant on Nancy Lane from the Met- 
ropolitan Sanitary District. 


The village paid $7,500 for the 2.3-acrc 


site- located In the Mcadowbrook West 
section. Village Mgr. George Passolt 
snld. however, that It It not yet certain 
how the land will bo used. 


Originally, the village was to build a 


municipal garage on part of the site and 
gtvo Uw remaining acreage to tlic 
Wheeling Park District. The village Is 
exploring plans to build the proposed go- 
rage jointly with the park district where 
the park property abuts village land be- 
hind the village hall. 


"We're Ktlll trying to determine how or 


If wo ore going to go on this garage with 
the park district," Passolt sold. 


Tito manager said regardless of the 


use, tho land purchase Is worthwhile. 
"The real reason we wanted to got. the 
land was to avoid It going lo some devel- 
oper and get flood problems," he sold. 
"We are going to use It for joint munici- 
pal and park use." 


the district lines. Long Grove docs not 
have paramedic equipment. 


Several weeks ago the committee 


unofficially decided that the earlier study 
was correct and the village should try to 
get one department as soon as possible. 
At that time several members of the 
committee said they will recommend a 
referendum to dlsanncx the northern por- 
tion of the village from Long Grove into 
the Wheeling district. 


Long Grove officials said last week 


they will fight any dlsanncxatlon at- 
tempts, unless they arc to strictly to 
form a municipal department. 


The Long Grove district trustee said 


last Thursday night, "We don't like the 
Wheeling District. We don't like doing 
business with them." Therefore, any at- 
tempt for annexation by that district will 
be fought. 


According to one committee 'member, 


who asked lo remain nameless, "The dis- 
pute between the two districts goes back 
several years. However, when we re- 
minded Long Grove trustees of that fact 
they said, 'Wo don't care If they still 
have the lettering on the doors for 
Wheeling.'" 


This was the first time the Long Grove 


trustees gave any reason for not allowing 
tho village to come under one depart- 
ment entirely under the Wheeling dis- 
trict. 


Since village officials have said it is 


not feasible to start a municipal depart- 
ment at this time, the only route they 
now have to get one fire service is to 
sponsor a referendum. 


LAST WEEK village trustee Edward 


Osmon, committee chairman, said 'his 
group hopes lo have a referendum on the 
proposal by Jan. 1,1074. The referendum 
to dlsanncx from the Long Grove district 
Into tho Wheeling district would need a 
majority of those voting in the effected 
area In order to pass. 


The Wheeling district has told the com- 


mittee that It Is willing to cover the addi- 
tional area until the village can afford a 
municipal department. When that deci- 
sion Is reached the district will give the 
village nil the equipment and facilities 
being used to protect the area. 


The only cost to the village would be 


the outstanding debts owed for vehicles, 
fire stations and equipment. 


Osmon Is to have a recommendation 


for tho village In a week or two. Long 
Grove officials were not available for 
comment on the situation, but are report- 
edly having their attorneys look into the 
legalities of.the dlsanncxntlon. 


Another committee meeting has been 


scheduled for 7:30 p.m. Wednesday at 
the Buffalo Grove Village Hall, 50 Raupp 
Blvd.

Imperial officials 
to face indictments

A number of officials of a Des Plalncs 


company arc expected to be indicted ear- 
ly this week by a federal grand jury, the 
Heald has learned. 


The officials arc all executives of Im- 


perial Inventors International Inc., 2250 
E. Devon Avc., Des Plaines. The firm 
offers marketing services for inventors. 


While a spokesman for U. S. Atty. 


James Thompson refused to comment on 
the possible grand jury action, a press 
conference has been called for 9 a.m. to- 
day. 


THE COMPANY, which has been in 


operation since 1971, was the subject of a 
Herald investigation last January. The 
series disclosed a number of question- 
able business practices. 


.The expected action by the federal gov- 


ernment marks the second major in- 
vestigation to focus on the firm. 


Last month, Illinois Atty. Gen. William 


Scott filed a suit charging the company 


and its officials with violating the state 
consumer fraud act and deceptive trade 
practice. 


THE STATE suit charges Thomas M. 


Roth, Imperial's president; Clair C. 
Wagner, national director; Robert C. 
Pond, director of engineering; and Jack 
Brumley, chief of sales, as being princi- 
p a I s In directing their 
fraudulent 


scheme. It is believed the same men are 
targets of the federal probe. 


IMPERIAL RECENTLY reorganized 


its management; while some of those 
men no longer hold the same positions, 
all are active in the company. 


Imperial, which has offices in Des 


Plaines, Arlington Heights and branches 
throughout the country, claims to offer to 
evaluate new products for inventors and 
attempt to sell the products to manufac- 
turers. 


The company has also been named in a 


lawsuit in Minnesota that alleges the 
company also engaged in fraudulent ac- 


tions there. 


The Herald has supplied information 


compiled during its probe to federal au- 
thorities and officials in Illinois, Indiana, 
Minnesota, and Wisconsin.

WALTER MEDE, head of Lutheran 


General security, notes that most of the 
men have had some type of military or 
supervisory experience. On-the-job train- 
ing takes at least six weeks, he said. 


"In a place this big and complete, It 


takes that long just to acquaint them 
with the mam building," he said. 


A former industrial security guard and 


Niles policeman, Mede said hospital se- 
curity is unique from any other type. 


"The hospital is in operation around 


the clock every day of the year — there 
must be access for people who need 
help," he said. "Generally speaking, the 
traffic flow of visitors and employes is 
constant." 


In addition to the security force, Lu- 


theran General has installed closed-cir- 
cuit television in many areas of the hos- 
pital. 


"With television, one man can do the 


job of several," Mede said. "With radio 
equipment, we can dispatch an officer 
right to the scene of any trouble."

Two townships named in kickback probe

A Schaumburg Township official has 


been named In a state-wide Better Gov- 
ernment Association investigation, In- 
volving kickbacks from chemical sales- 
men. WhscilnK Township purchases were 
also cited. 


Ralph Wllkonlng, Schaumburg Town- 


ship highway commissioner, was Identi- 
fied by the BGA as one official who pur- 
chased products from Royal Chemical 
Co. and accepted gift certificates In re- 
turn. At a press conference yesterday 
UOA official* displayed several photo- 
graphs allegedly depleting excess chem- 
icals stored on Wllkcnlng's property, 
which he rents to the township. 


The BGA estimated that Wllkcnlng re- 


ceived about $375 worth of premiums or 
certificates in exchange for $4,000 worth 
of business with Royal Chemicals. 


The BGA said Wllkcnlng has acknowl- 


edged receiving some gifts. He refused to 
answer any questions when contacted by 
the Herald. He referred a reporter to hU 
attorney, Frank Hlncs, but Hines de- 
clined to comment unless charges arc 
filed. 


J. TERRENCE BRUNNER, executive 


director of the BGA, described the In- 
vestigation as Involving "grassroots cor- 
ruption." He said 69 officials In SB Illinois 
counties have admitted accepting kick- 
backs in return for purchases made with 
public funds. The kickbacks range from 
color televisions and shotguns to kitchen 


appliances. Some have been in the form 
of cash, bonds or gift certificates, Brun- 
ncr said. 


The results of the BGA investigation 


arc being turned over this week to 
state's attorneys in the counties where 
information has been gathered. 


In addition to the kickbacks, the BGA 


investigation shed light on the practice of 
exorbitant mark-ups in sales to public 
agencies, some in the range of 300 to 500 
per cert. 


In Wheeling Township, for example, 


the BGA found that penetrating oil was 
purchased from United Laboratories of 
Addison for 27 cents an ounce. The BGA 
purchased a comparable product in a 
Chicago janitorial supply house for 7 
cents an ounce. 


• Arthur Olsen, Wheeling Township high- 
way commissioner, said it is well-known 
that chemical companies offer premiums 
or gift certificates in exchange for or- 
ders, but he said the value is often re- 
flected .in a reduced price instead. 


"I WAS JUST flabbergasted to learn I 


was one of two highway commissioners 
in the county being accused by. the 
BGA," Olsen said Friday. He said he did 
purchase 10 bags of ice-melting chemical 
from a Royal salesman, but he received 
no gifts. Olsen has been commissioner 
for six months and said he purchases 
supplies from the same companies his 
predecessor, Lawrence Carrozza, used. 


Brunner said the gifts are violations of 


the state bribery statutes. He said most 


tof this type of selling is being done by 
small chemical'companies and the sales- 
men deal with outlying areas. Very little 
is showing up in Cook County, he said. 
Those who have accepted the gifts, Brun- 
ner said, are in one of two categories — 
officials who use every possible device to. 
transform public responsibilities into pri- 
vate profit, and those who "simply do 
not know any better." For conviction, the 
former would have to be proved, he 
added. 


.Brunner said the kickbacks provoked 


further waste of public money by in- 
ducing officials to seek unnceded pur- 
chases so they would qualify for greater 
premiums. ' Brunner said there were 
cases reported where officials would 


pour out or waste cleaning or chemical 
supplies so they could purchase more.

Imperial officials to face indictments 


by STEVE BROWN 


A number of officials of a Des Flaincs 


company are expected to be indicted ear- 
ly this week by a federal grand jury, the 
Hcald has learned. 


The officials are all executives of Im- 


perial Invcntora International Inc., 2250 
E. Devon Ave., Des Plaines. The firm 
offers marketing services for inventors. 


While a spokesman for U. S. Atty. 


James Thompson refused to comment on 
the possible grand jury action, a press 
conference has been called for 9 a.m. to- 
day. 


THE COMPANY, which has been In 


operation since 1971, was the subject of a 
Herald investigation last January. The 
scries disclosed a number of question- 
able business practices. 


The expected action by the federal gov-t 
crnmcnt marks the second major in- 
vestigation to focus on the firm. 


Last month, Illinois Atty. Gen. William 


Scott filed a suit charging the company 


and its officials with violating the state 
consumer fraud act and deceptive trade 
practice. 


THE STATE suit charges Thomas M. 


Roth, Imperial's president; Clalr C. 
Wagner, national director; Robert C. 
Pond, director of engineering; and Jack 
Brumlcy, chief of sales, as being princl- 
p a l s in directing their 
fraudulent 


scheme. It Is believed the same men are 
targets of the federal probe. 


IMPERIAL RECENTLY reorganized 


its management; while some of those 
men no longer hold the same positions, 
all are active hi the company. 


Imperial, which has offices in Des 


Plaines, Arlington Heights and branches 
throughout the country, claims to offer to 
evaluate hew products for inventors and 
attempt to sell the products to manufac- 
turers.

The company has also been named in a 


lawsuit in Minnesota that alleges the 
company also engaged in fraudulent ac- 


tions there. 


The Herald has supplied information 


compiled during its probe to federal au- 
thorities and officials in Illinois, Indiana, 
Minnesota, and Wisconsin. 


The Illinois lawsuit asks the court to 


permanently bar the company from 
doing business in the state and order Im- 
perial to repay all fees which inventors 
may have given to the company. 


PRIOR TO THE time the state lawsuit 


wns filed, Imperial filed a $10 million 
damage suit against the attorney general 
charging It had violated the company's 
and individual officers civil rights. 


Imperial charged various government 


agencies were involved in a "malicious 
conspiracy" aimed at putting the com- 
pany out of business. 


Both state and federal agencies have 


obtained company records through court 
orders as part of their investigation. 


According to the state law suit, while

have a 50-50 chance of success, the com- 
pany has not been able to complete a 
single licensing or manufacturing agree- 
ment with any company for the devel- 
opment of any Lvention.

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Charge officials took gifts from chemical firms 
Two townships named in kickback probe

A Schniimnurtt Township official tins 


liccn named In a state-wide Better Gov- 
ernment Association investigation, in- 
volving kickbacks from chemical sales- 
men. Wheeling Township purchases were 
also cited. 


Ralph Wllkcninf!, Schaumburg Town- 


ship highway commissioner, was Identi- 
fied by the I1GA ns one official who pur- 
chased products from Royal Chemical 
Co. and accepted gift certificates in re- 
turn. At a press conference yesterday 
UGA officials displayed several photo- 
graphs allegedly depleting excess chem- 
icals stored on Wllkcning's property, 
which he rents to the township. 


the UGA estimated that Wllkcning re- 


ceived about $375 worth of premiums or 
certificates In exchange for $4,000 worth 
of business with Royal Chemicals. 


The EGA said Wllkcning has acknowl- 


edged receiving some gifts. He refused to 
answer any questions when contacted by 
the Herald. He referred a reporter to his 
attorney, Frank Hincs, but Hincs de- 
clined to comment unless charges arc 
filed. 


J. TERRENCE DRUNNER, executive 


director of the EGA, described the in- 
vestigation as involving "grassroots cor- 
ruption." He said 69 officials in 53 Illinois 
counties have admitted accepting kick- 
backs In return for purchases made with 
public funds, The kickbacks range from 
color televisions and shotguns to kitchen 


appliances. Some have been In the form 
of cash, bonds or gift certificates, Brun- 
ncr said. 


The results of the BGA Investigation 


arc being turned over this week to 
state's atto ncys In the counties where 
information has been gathered. 


In addition to the kickbacks, the BGA 


investigation shed light on the practice of 
exorbitant mark-ups In sales to public 
agencies, some In the range of 300 to 500 
ppr cent. 


In Wheeling Township, for example, 


the BGA found that penetrating oil was 
purchased from United Laboratories of 
Addison for 27 cents an ounce. The BGA 
purchased a comparable product in a 
Chicago janitorial supply house for 7 
cents an ounce. 


Arthur Olsen, Wheeling Township high- 


way commissioner, said It is well-known 
that chemical companies offer premiums 
or gift certificates in exchange for or- 
ders, but he said the value is often re- 
flected in a reduced price Instead. 


"I WAS JUST flabbergasted to learn I 


was one of two highway commissioners 
in the county being accused by the 
BGA," Olsen said Friday. He said he did 
purchase 10 bags of ice-melting chemical 
from a Royal salesman, but he received 
no gifts. Olsen has been commissioner 
for six months and said he purchases 
supplies from the same companies his 
predecessor, Lawrence Carrozza, used. 


Brunner said the gifts are violations of 


the state bribery statutes. He said most 


tof tills type of selling is being done by 
small chemical companies and the sales- 
men deal with outlying areas. Very little 
is showing up in Cook County, he said. 
Those uho have accepted the gifts, Brun- 
ner said, are in one of two categories — 
officials who use every possible device to 
transform public responsibilities Into pri- 
vate profit, and those who "simply do 
not know any better." For conviction, the 
former would have to be proved, he 
added.

The 
grant to Crossroads was a one-time grant 
of $2,000. 


Also budgeted was $4,000 for financial 


administration. Hall said the money was 
for the posslbilc hiring of outside help In 
connection with applying for revenue 
sharing funds next year. Quarterly re- 
ports must also be compiled telling how 
the money was used, according to Hall. 


Hall said it's not known how much 


money will be necessary, but the money 
was allocated just in case it would be 
needed. 


PUBLIC SAFETY was budgeted $4,000. 


The money Is to be used on new Inter- 
national-style road signs that will be 
erected In unincorporated areas of the 
township only. A total of $10,000 has al- 
ready been tentatively allocated by the 
board for the entire project. 


A total of $30,000 was budgeted for 


capital expenditures, $20,000 for the pur- 
chase of a bus and $10,000 for the pur- 
chase of office equipment and furniture 
for the township office. 


The township has already received the

Education Week plans slated 


by LINDA PUNCH 


For years, much of hospital security 


was delegated to paunchy, white-haired 
men only a few years shy of retirement. 


Often poorly-trained and ill-equipped, 


the one-man security force was the 
mainstay of hospitals during the late- 
night and early-morning hours. 


While these men were once adequate 


protection, many hospitals are dis- 
covering the need for more and better 
trained security people. 


"When Lutheran General first opened, 


we had no need for security guards," T. 
L. Jacobsen, executive vice president, 
said. "Now we have a full-scale security 
system, including a director of security 
and a force of workers." 


Jacobsen recently reported on a survey 


which indicates security is becoming a 
major problem in American hospitals. 
One administrator noted in the report 
that security guards pulled "from the 
ranks of those nearing retirement age or 
with limiting physical disabilities . . . 
can't cope with the variety of violence 
and activity we face." 


THE INCREASE in crime and trespass 


in hospitals corresponds with the growth 
of the surrounding community, Jacobsen 
said. While large hospitals have experi- 
enced problems with drug thefts and at- 
tacks on female employes, others have 
problems with thefts from autos and 
patients' rooms, he said. 


"We've had batteries stolen, wheels 


taken off cars and automobiles stolen," 
he said. "That was one of the reasons we 
put on the force." 


The guards also serve as protection for 


the women "who are in and out of the 
building at all hours of the day," he 
added. 


The most frequently used hospital se- 


curity force is an in-house guard system, 
according to Jacobsen. Lutheran Gener- 
al's 13-man force is composed of law en- 
forcement veterans, ex-servicemen and 
young men studying law enforcement. 


WALTER MEDE, head of Lutheran 


General security, notes that most of the 
men have had some type of military or 
supervisory experience. On-the-job train- 
ing takes at least six weeks, he said. 


"In a place this big and complete, it 


takes that long just to acquaint them 
with the main building," he said. 


A former Industrial security guard and 


Nlles policeman, Mede said hospital se- 
curity is unique from any other type. 


"The hospital is in operation around 


the clock every day of the year — there 
must be access for people who need 
help," he said. "Generally speaking, the 


Patrolman foils 


traffic flow of visitors and employes is 
constant." 


In addition to the security force, Lu- 


theran General has installed closed-cir- 
cuit television in many areas of the hos- 
pital. 


"With television, one man can do the 


job of several," Meu» said. "With radio 
equipment, we can dispatch an officer 
right to the scene of any trouble." 


THE LUTHERAN General security de- 


partment works with the philosophy of 
crime prevention, according to Mede. 


"We try to remove the opportunity for 


something to take place — we patrol 24 
hours a day and escort nurses to their 
cars at night. Narcotics are carefully 
controlled," he said. 


Accident prevention is another function 


of the guards, who watch for chipped 
sidewalks, fires and other hazards as 
they patrol the building. 


While patroling corridors and parking 


lots is a major function, the guards also 
help to subdue any unruly patients. 


"We have a lot of duties with psy- 


chiatric patients — we're called at least 
two times a day to restrain a patient 
from hurting himself or others," Mede 
said. 


ONE OF THE most troublesome secur- 


ity problems is protecting patients' valu- 
ables, according to the security chief. 


"We provide safety deposit boxes for 


any valuables or currency," he said. 
'Valuables left in patient rooms are of- 
ten misplaced, lost or stolen." 


While some hospitals have armed their 


guards with guns, Mede allows his men 
to carry only mace and nightsticks. 


"If we have a situation where someone 


is acting violent, we call in the local po- 
lice," he said. "I personally don't think 
guns have any place in a hospital — fir- 
ing a gun in crowded conditions would do 
more damage than good."

Also listed as major concerns were 


flooding and the need for a master plan. 


THE LISTEN-INS arc designed to give 


residents an opportunity to voice their 
concerns and give tho village govern- 


ment direction, said Village Prcs. Wen- 
dell E. Jones. 


More than 30 concerns were voiced by 


the residents before they were asked to 
rank their 10 major concerns. The origi- 
nal list ranged from a hole in the Cedar 
Park bridge to the street resurfacing 
process and from animal control to vil- 
lage boundaries. 


JONES SAID he was happy with the 


response to the listen-in but expressed 
some surprise at the results. Similar lis- 
ten-Ins which were held when the Re- 
publicans' were drawing up their plat- 
form for the April village election 
showed taxes and flooding as the major 


concerns of residents. 


Jones indicated the response from the 


listen-in helped the board focus on what 
the concerns were of residents In the Or- 
chard Hills and Pleasant Hills subdivi- 
sions since these were the two subdivi- 
sions represented but the concerns of 
other areas in the village might be dif- 
ferent. 


"Different people are concerned about 


different things in different areas and wo 
have to be able to respond to these dif- 
ferent concerns," said Jones. 


Future listen-ins will be scheduled 


throughout the village to get input from 
other residents, said Jones,

all are active in the company. 


Imperial, which has offices In DCS 


Plaincs, Arlington Heights and branches 
tliioughout the country, claims to offer to 
evaluate new products for inventors and 
attempt to sell the products to manufac- 
turers. 


The company has also been named in a 


lawsuit in Minnesota that alleges the 
company also engaged in fraudulent ac- 
tions there. 


The Herald has supplied information 


compiled during its probe to federal au- 
thorities and officials in Illinois, Indiana, 
Minnesota, and Wisconsin. 


The Illinois Imvbuit asks the court to 


permanently bar the company from 
doing business in the state and order Im- 
perial to repay all fees which inventors 
may have given to the company. 


PRIOR TO THE time the state lawsuit 


was filed, Imperial filed a $10 million 
damage suit against the attorney general 
charging it had violated the company's 
and individual officers civil rights. 


Imperial charged various government 


agencies were involved in a "malicious

Both state and federal agencies have

In an antiseptic chrome citadel near the 
back of the building, 11 fulltlme and 10 
part-time women cook and package tho 
lunches. 


In tho past, only nine of the 20 schools 


had a hot-lunch program, and all the 
cooking was done In three of those 
schools. When Palatine Hills opened for 
its first year this fall, the lunch program 
was centralized at that school and ex- 
panded to include all 20 buildings. 


The kitchen that feeds an average of 


3,400 hungry youngsters a day is a huge 
room overflowing with chrome machin- 
ery. One side of tho center aisle consists 
mostly of ovens. On the other side, steam 
cookers turn in a never-ending circle. 
Another aisle serves as an assembly lino 
with a wrapping machine at the end. 
Scattered throughout are sinks and other 
bright machines. 


COOKING FOR all 20 schools means 


recipes sound something like this one for 
sugar cookies: 


At one sugar cookie per youngster, it 


takes about 60 pounds of butter, BO 
pounds of flour, 40 pounds of sugar, and 
large amounts 
of other 
minor in- 


gredients. 


"We use a lot of butter in our cook- 


Ing," Mrs. Bundling added. "I try as best 
I can to put in items the children like." 


Caught shorthandcd at the beginning of 


the year because of the unexpected In- 
crease in consumption, "we had a ter- 
rible problem," Mrs. Bundling said. Ev- 
erybody worked 10 or 11 hours a day to 
produce enough lunches. 


But that wasn't the worst of the prob- 


lems. All the recipes had to be changed, 
she said. Tho recipes were geared for 
botches of 300, but with the increased de- 
mand, the cooks had to increase 
amounts. 


Finally, the proper recipes were devel- 


oped, more people were hired and then 
one day the power went off in the middle 
of preparing the food. 


IT TOOK three hours before the school 


district could bring out a gas generator 
from Chicago to power the refrigerators. 
A few lights were on In the school, pow- 
ered by an emergency generator, but the 
wlndowlcss kitchen was dark. 


Work in the kitchen continued, how- 


ever, with the aid of flashlights. "It was 
an interesting experience, to say the 
least," said Billy Olson, who handles the 
b o o k k e e p i n g for the operation. "I 
couldn't oven find my way out," she 
added. 


Despite temporary lapses of power and 


the unexpectedly high demand, things 
are running smoothly, Mrs. Bundling 
said. Sho expects things to be "even 
smoother" next year, when she hopes the 
district will have its own gas generator 
in case the power goes off again. 


AN ASSEMBLY LINE speeds up the 
process of packaging each meal sep- 
arately. Today's Dist. 15 hot lunch, 
spaghetti, was prepared and pack- 
aged Friday at Palatine Hills Junior 


High School kitchen. The food is 


cooked in the huge kitchen, pack- 
aged and then shipped to the 20 dis- 
trict schools. At each school the fol- 
lowing day, meals are warmed and 
served.

For years, much of hospital security 


was delegated to paunchy, white-haired 
men only a few years shy of retirement. 


Often poorly-trained and ill-equipped, 


the one-man security force was the 
mainstay of hospitals during the late- 
night and early-morning hours. 


While these men were once adequate 


protection, many hospitals 
are 
dis- 


covering the need for more and .better 
trained security people. 


"When Lutheran General first opened, 


we had no need for security guards," T. 
L. Jacobsen, executive vice president, 
said. "Now we have a full-scale security 
system, including a director of security 
and a force of workers." 


Jacobsen recently reported on a survey 


which indicates security Is becoming a 
major problem in American hospitals. 
One administrator noted in the report 
that security guards pulled "from the 
ranks of those nearing retirement age or 
with limiting physical disabilities . . . 
can't cope with the variety of violence 
and activity we face." 


THE INCREASE in crime and trespass 


In hospitals corresponds with the growth 
of the surrounding community, Jacobsen 
said. While large hospitals have experi- 
enced problems with drug thefts and at- 
tacks on female employes, others have 
problems with thefts from autos and 
patients' rooms, he said. 


"We've had batteries stolen, wheels 


taken off cars and automobiles stolen," 
he said. "That was one of the reasons we 
put on the force." 


The guards also serve as protection for 


the women "who are in and out of the 
building at all hours of the day," he 
added. 


The most frequently used hospital se- 


curity force is an in-house guard system, 
according to Jacobsen. Lutheran Gener- 
al's 13-man force is composed of law en- 
forcement veterans, ex-servicemen and 
young men studying law enforcement. 


WALTER MEDE. head of Lutheran 


General security, notes that most of the 
men have had some type of military or 
supervisory experience. On-the-job train- 
ing takes at least six weeks, he said. 


"In a place this big and complete, it 


takes that long just to acquaint them 
with the main building," he said. 


A former industrial security guard and 


Niles policeman, Mede said hospital se- 
curity is unique from any other type. 


"The hospital is in operation around 


the clock every day of the year — there 
must be access for people who need 
help," he said. "Generally speaking, the 
traffic flow of visitors and employes is 
constant." 


In addition to the security force, Lu- 


theran General has installed closed-cir- 
cuit television in many areas of the hos- 
pital. 


"With television, one man can do the 


job of several," Mede said. "With radio 
equipment, we can dispatch an officer 
right to the scene of any trouble." 


THE LUTHERAN General security de- 


partment works with the philosophy of 
crime prevention, according to Mede. 


"We 'try to remove the opportunity tor 


something to take place — we patrol 24 
hours a day and escort nurses to their 
cars at night. Narcotics are carefully 
controlled," he said. 


Accident prevention is another function 


of the guards, who watch for chipped 
sidewalks, fires and other hazards as 
they patrol the building. 


While patroling corridors and parking 


lots is a major function, the guards also 
help to subdue any unruly patients. 


"We have a lot of duties with psy- 


chiatric patients — we're called at least 
two times a day to restrain a patient 
from hurting himself or others," Mede 
said. 


ONE OF THE most troublesome secur- 


ity problems is protecting patients' valu- 
ables, according to the security chief. 


"We provide safety deposit boxes for 


any valuables or currency," he said. 
'Valuables left in patient rooms arc of- 
ten misplaced, lost or stolen." 


While some hospitals have armed their 


guards with guns, Mede allows his men 
to carry only mace and nightsticks. 


"If we have a situation where someone 


is acting violent, we call in the local po- 
lice," he said. "I personally don't think 
guns have any place in a hospital — fir- 
ing a gun in crowded conditions would do 
more damage than good." 
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Charge officials 
took gifts from chemical firms 


Two townships named in kickback probe

A Schaumnurg Township official h.is 


been named In a slate-wide Better Gov- 
ernment Avioclntion Investigation, In- 
volving kickbacks from chemical sales- 
men. Wheeling Township purchase* were 
also cited. 


Ralph Wllkonlng, Schaumburg Town- 


ship highway commissioner, was identi- 
fied by the DGA an one official who pur- 
chased products from Royal Chemical 
Co. and accepted gift certificates in re- 
turn. At a press conference yesterday 
BOA officials displayed several photo- 
graphs allegedly depleting excess chem- 
icals stored on Wllkcnlng's properly, 
which he rents to the township. 


The UUA estimated that Wilkcning re- 


ceived about $375 worth of premiums or 
certificates In exchange for $4,000 worth 
of business with Royal Chemicals. 


The OCA said Wilkcnlng has acknowl- 


edged receiving some gifts. He refused to 
answer any questions when contacted by 
the Herald. He referred a reporter to his 
attorney, Frank Hlncs, but Hines de- 
clined to comment unless charges are 
filed. 


J. TERRENCE BRUNNER, executive 


director of the BGA, described the in- 
vestigation as involving "grassroots cor- 
ruption." He said 69 officials in 56 Illinois 
counties have admitted accepting kick- 
backs In return for purchases made with 
public funds. The kickbacks range from 
color televisions and shotguns to kitchen 


appliances. Some have been In the form 
of cash, bonds or gift certificates, Brun- 
ner said. 


The results of the BGA investigation 


arc being turned over this week to 
state's attu ncys in the counties where 
information has been gathered. 


In addition to the kickbacks, the BGA 


Investigation shed light on the practice of 
exorbitant mark-ups In sales to public 
agencies, some in the range of 300 to 500 
per cent. 


In Wheeling Township, for example, 


the BGA found that penetrating oil was 
purchased from United Laboratories of 
Addlson for 27 cents an ounce. The BGA 
purchased a comparable product in a 
Chicago janitorial supply house for 7 
cents an ounce.

City to accept bids 
on paper bags tomorrow 


Several bids arc scheduled to be ac- 


cepted tomorrow by the Rolling Mead- 
ows City Council. Including one that will 
ensure a supply of paper garbage bags 
for the city next year. 


A recommendation from the council's 


public works, building and zoning com- 
mittee will Iw made to accept a bid from 
the St. Itcgb Paper Co, of Palatine for 
the bag supply. The bid from the com- 
pany, which Is the city's current bag sup- 
plier, will mean higher bag prices for the 
city. 


The city provides the bags free to 


homeowners but the supply will probably 
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cost the city about $87,550 next year rath- 
er than the budgeted $65,000. 


Aldermen had considered accepting the 


St. Regis bid two weeks ago but deferred 
the matter because the bid was the only 
one received. 


SINCE THEN, however, public works 


officials have been unable to solicit any 
other bids because a nationwide paper 
shortage has severely limited the produc- 
tion of the bags and other paper prod- 
ucts. 


The bid calls for the price of bags to be 


$103 per 1,000 bags ordered through June, 
1074 witli a subsequent price Increase to 
Sllll per 1,000 bags ordered from June to 
December, 1D74. 


The recommendation to accept the bid 


came on a mixed vote of the committee, 
with Aid. Fredrick Jacobson (5th) voting 
ngalnil the plan on the grounds tho city 
should attempt to get other bids. 


Other contracts arc also expected to be 


awarded to the Laync-Wcstcrn Co., a 
well works company, for work on ground 
Improvement at the city's sixth well site 
at Golf Road west of Wllke Road and to 
the S.P.D. Services company for elec- 
trical work required at the well site.

Imperial officials to face indictments

A number of officials of a DCS Plaines 


company arc expected to be indicted ear- 
ly this week by a federal grand jury, the 
Hcald has learned. 


The officials arc all executives of Im- 


perial Inventors International Inc., 2250 
E. Devon Avc., Des Plaines. The firm 
offers marketing services for inventors, 


While a spokesman for U. S. Ally. 


James Thompson refused to comment on 
the possible grand jury action, a press 
conference has been called for 9 a.m. to- 
day. 


THE COMPANY, which has been in 


operation since 1971, was the subject of a 
Herald Investigation last January. The 
scries disclosed a number of question- 
able business practices. 


The expected action by the federal gov- 


ernment marks the second major in- 
vestigation to focus on the firm. 


Last month. Illinois Atty. Gen. William 


Scott filed a suit charging the company 
and Its officials with violating'the state 
consumer fraud act and deceptive trade 
practice. 


THE STATE suit charges Thomas M. 


Roth, Imperial's president; Clalr C. 
Wagner, national director: Robert C. 
Pond, director of engineering; and Jack 
Brumley, chief of sales, as being'princi- 
p a l s in directing their fraudulent 
scheme. It is believed the same men are 
targets of the federal probe. 


IMPERIAL RECENTLY reorganized 


its management; while some of those 
men no longer hold the same positions, 
all are active in the company. 


Imperial, which has offices in DCS 


Plaines, Arlington Heights and branches 
throughout the country, claims to offer to 
evaluate new products for Inventors and 
a'ternm to sell the products to manufac- 
turers. 


The company has also been named in a 


lawsuit in Minnesota that alleges the 
company also engaged In fraudulent ac- 
tions there. 


The Herald has supplied information 


compiled during its probe to federal au- 
thorities and officiate in Illinois, Indiana, 
Minnesota, and Wisconsin. 


The Illinois lawsuit asks the court to 


permanently bar the company from 
doing business in the state and order Im- 
perial to repay all fees which inventors 
may have given to the company. 


PRIOR TO THE time the state lawsuit 


was filed, Imperial filed a $10 million 
damage suit against the attorney general 
charging it had violated the company's 
and individual officers civil rights. 


Imperial charged various government 


agencies were involved in a "malicious 
conspiracy" aimed at putting the com- 
pany out of business. 


Both state and federal agencies have 


obtained company records through court 
orders as part of their investigation. 


According to the state law suit, while 


Imperial claims products it represents 
have a 50-50 chance of success, the com- 
pany has not been able to complete a 
single licensing or manufacturing agree- 
ment with any company for the devel- 
opment of any invention.

In an antiseptic chrome citadel near the 
back of tho building, 11 fulltime and 19 
part-time women cook and package the 
lunches. 


In the past, only nine of the 20 schools 


had a hot-lunch program, and all tho 
cooking was done In three of those 
schools. When Palatine Hills opened for 
its first year this fall, the lunch program 
was centralized at that school and ex- 
panded to Include all 20 buildings. 


Tho kitchen that feeds an average of 


3,400 hungry youngsters a day is a huge 
room overflowing with chrome machin- 
ery. One sldo of tho center aisle consists 
mostly of ovens. On the other side, steam 
cookers turn in a never-ending circle. 
Another aisle serves as an assembly line 
with a wrapping machine at the end. 
Scattered throughout arc sinks and other 
bright machines. 


COOKING FOR all 20 schools means 


recipes sound something like this one for 
sugar cookies: 


At one sugar cookie per youngster, it 


takes about 60 pounds of butter, 80 
pounds of flour, 40 pounds of sugar, and 
largo amounts of other minor in- 
gredients. 


"Wo use a lot of butter In our cook- 


Ing," Mrs. Bundling added. "I try as best 
I can to put In Items the children like." 


Caught shorthandcd at the beginning of 


the year because of tho unexpected In- 
crease in consumption, "we had a tcr- 
rlblo problem," Mrs. Bundling said. Ev- 
erybody worked 10 or 11 hours a day to 
produce enough lunches. 


But that wasn't the worst of the prob- 


lems. All the recipes had to be changed, 
she said. The recipes were geared for 
batches of 300, but with the Increased de- 
mand, the cooks had to Increase 
amounts. 


Finally, tho proper recipes were devel- 


oped, more people were hired and then 
one day the power wont off In the middle 
of preparing the food. 


IT TOOK three hours before the school 


district could bring out a gas generator 
from Chicago to power the refrigerators. 
A few lights were on In the school, pow- 
ered by on emergency generator, but the 
wlndowlcss kitchen was dark. 


Work in the kitchen continued, how- 


ever, with tho aid of flashlights. "It was 
an interesting experience, to say tho 
least," said Billy Olson, who handles the 
b o o k k e c p 1 n g for the operation. "I 
couldn't even find my way out," she 
added. 


Despite temporary lapses of power and 


tho unexpectedly high demand, things 
arc running smoothly, Mrs. Bundling 
said. She expects things to be "oven 
smoother" next year, when she hopes the 
district will have its own gas generator 
in case the power goes off again.

The money Is to be used on new inter- 
national-style road signs that will be 
erected In unincorporated areas of the 
township only. A total of $10,000 has al- 
ready been tentatively allocated by the 
board for the entire project. 


A total of $30,000 was budgeted for 


capital expenditures, $20,000 for the pur- 
chase of a bus and $10,000 for the pur- 
chase of office equipment and furniture 
for the township office. 


The township has already received the 


first of four yearly revenue sharing 
checks from the federal government in 
the amount of $76,737, according to Hall. 
The second check is expected In early 
January. The township will receive more 
than $300,000 in revenue sharing funds 
for the year. 


Hall said he was still seeking Ideas 


from groups and Individuals for possible 
uses of the revenue sharing money. "If 
someone has a good idea, we'll be happy 
to take it into consideration," said Hall. 


Hall said official budget planning for 


the township's 1974-75 budget will begin 
in January.

For years, much of hospital security 


was delegated to paunchy, white-haired 
men only a fewr years shy of retirement. 


Often poorly-trained and ill-equipped, 


the one-man security force was the 
mainstay of hospitals during the late- 
night and early-morning hours. 


While these men were once adequate 


protection, 
many hospitals 
are dis- 


covering the need for more and better 
trained security people. 


"When Lutheran General first opened, 


we had no need for security guards," T. 
L. Jacobsen, executive vice president, 
said. "Now we have a full-scale security 
system, including a director of security 
and a force of workers." 


Jacobsen recently reported on a survey 


which Indicates security is becoming a 
major problem in American hospitals. 
One administrator noted in the report 
that security guards pulled "from the 
ranks of those ncaring retirement age or 
with limiting physical disabilities . . ; 
can't cope with the variety of violence 
and activity we face." 


THE INCREASE In crime and trespass 


in hospitals corresponds with the growth 
of the surrounding community, Jacobsen 
said. While large hospitals have experi- 
enced problems with drug thefts and at- 
tacks on female employes, others have 
problems with thefts from autos and 
patients' rooms, he said. 


"We've had batteries stolen, wheels 


taken off cars and automobiles stolen," 
he said. "That was one of the reasons we 
put on the force." 


The guards also serve as protection for 


the women "who are in and out oC the 
building at all hours of the day," he 
added. 


The most frequently used hospital se- 


curity force Is an in-house guard system, 
according to Jacobsen. Lutheran Gener- 
al's 13-man force is composed of law en- 
forcement veterans, ex-servicemen and 
young men studying law enforcement. 


WALTER MEDE, head of Lutheran 


General security, notes that most of the 
men have had some type of mllitar, or 
supervisory experience. On-the-job train- 
ing takes at least six weeks, he said. 


"In a place this big and complete, it 


takes that long just to acquaint them 
with the main building," he said. 


A former industrial security guard and 


Niles policeman, Mede said hospital se- 
curity is unique from any other type. 


"The hospital is in operation around 


the clock every day of the year — there 
must be access for people who need 
help," he said. "Generally speaking, the 
traffic flow of visitors and employes is 
constant." 


In addition to the security force, Lu- 


theran General has installed closed-cir- 
cuit television in many areas of the hos- 
pital. 


"With television, one man can do the 


job of several," Mede said. "With radio 
equipment, we can dispatch an officer 
right to the scene of any trouble." 


THE LUTHERAN General security de- 


partment works with the philosophy of 
crime prevention, according to Mede. 


"We try to remove the opportunity for 


something to take place — we patrol 24 
hours a day and escort nurses to their 
cars at night. Narcotics are carefully 
controlled," he said. 


Accident prevention is another function 


of the guards, who watch for chipped 
sidewalks, fires and other hazards as 
they patrol the building. 


While patroling corridors and parking 


lots is a major function, the guards also 
help to subdue any unruly patients. 


"We have a lot of duties with psy- 


chiatric patients — we're called at least 
two times a day to restrain a patient 
from hurting himself or others," Mede 
said. 


ONE OF THE most troublesome secur- 


ity problems Is protecting patients' valu- 
ables, according to the security chief. 


"We provide safety deposit boxes for 


any valuables or currency," he said. 
'Valuables left in patient rooms arc of- 
ten misplaced, lost or stolen." 


While some hospitals have armed their 


guards with guns, Mede allows his men 
to carry only mace and nightsticks. 


"If we have a situation where someone 


Is acting violent, we call in the local po- 
lice," he said. "I personally don't think 
guns have any place in a hospital — fir- 
ing a gun in crowded conditions would do 
more damage than good."

Two townships named in kickback probe

A Schoumnurg Township official has 


been named in a state-wide Better Gov- 
ernment Association Investigation, In- 
volving kickbacks from clicmlcal sales- 
men. Wheeling Township purchases were 
also cited. 


Italph Wilkcnlng. Schaumburg Town- 


ship highway commissioner, was identi- 
fied by the HGA as one official who pur- 
chased products from Royal Clicmlcal 
Co. and accepted gift certificates In re- 
turn. At a press conference yesterday 
IKSA officials displayed several photo- 
graphs allegedly depleting excess chem- 
icals stored on Wllkcning's property, 
which he rents to the township. 


The I1GA estimated that Wllkcnlng re- 


ceived about $375 worth of premiums or 
certificates in exchange for $4,000 worth 
of business with Hoyal Chemicals. 


The BOA said Wilkcnlng has acknowl- 


edged receiving some gifts. He refused to 
answer any questions when contacted by 
the Herald. He referred a reporter to his 
attorney, Frank (lines, but Mines de- 
clined to comment unless charges arc 
filed. 


J. TERRKNCE BRUNNER, executive 


director of the EGA, described the in- 
vestigation as involving "grassroots cor- 
ruption." He sold C9 officials in SB Illinois 
counties have admitted accepting kick- 
backs In return for purchases made with 
public funds. The kickbacks range from 
color televisions and shotguns to kitchen 


appliances. Some have been in the form 
of cash, bonds or gift certificates, Brun- 
ncr said. 


The results of the EGA investigation 


arc being turned over this week to 
state's attorneys In the counties where 
information has been gathered. 


In addition to the kickbacks, the BGA 


investigation shed light on the practice of 
exorbitant mark-ups In sales to public 
agencies, some in the range of 300 to 500 
per cent. 


In Wheeling Township, for example, 


the BGA found that penetrating oil was 
purchased from United Laboratories of 
Acldlson for 27 cents an ounce. The BGA 
purchased a comparable product in a 
Chicago janitorial supply house for 7 
cents an ounce.

The Herald has supplied information

The Illinois Inwsult asks the court to 


permanently bar the company from 
doing business in the slate and order Im- 
perial to repay all fees which inventors 
may have given to the company. 


PRIOR TO THE time the state lawsuit 


was filed. Imperial filed a $10 million 
damage suit against the attorney general 
charging It had violated the company's 
and individual officers civil rights. 


Imperial charged various government 


agencies were involved in a "malicious 
conspiracy" aimed at putting the com- 
pany out of business. 


Both state and federal agencies have 


obtained company records through court 
orders as part of their Investigation.

For years, much of hospital security 


was delegated to paunchy, white-haired 
men only a few years shy of retirement. 


Often poorly-trained and Ill-equipped, 


the one-man security force was the 
mainstay of hospitals during the late- 
night and early-morning hours. 


While these men were once adequate 


protection, many hospitals are dis- 
covering the need for more and better 
trained security people. 


"When Lutheran General first opened, 


we had no need for security guards," T. 
L. Jacobsen, executive vice president, 
said. "Now we have a full-scale security 
system, Including a director of security 
and a force of workers." 


Jacobsen recently reported on a survey 


which Indicates security Is becoming a 
major problem in American hospitals. 
One administrator noted in the report 
that security guards pulled "from the 
ranks of those nearing retirement age or 
with limiting physical disabilities . . . 
can't cope with the variety of violence 
and activity we face." 


THE INCREASE in crime and trespass 


in hospitals corresponds with the growth 
of the surrounding community, Jacobsen 
said. While large hospitals have experi- 
enced problems with drug thefts and at- 
tacks on female employes, others have 
problems with thefts from autos and 
patients' rooms, he said. 


"We've had batteries stolen, wheels 


taken off cars and automobiles stolen," 
he said. "That was one of the reasons we 
put on the force." 


The guards also serve as protection for 


the women "who are in and out of the 
building at all hours of the day," ho 
added. 


The most frequently used hospital se- 


curity force is an in-house guard system, 
according to Jacobsen. Lutheran Gener- 
al's 13-man force is composed of law en- 
forcement veterans, ex-servicemen and 
young men studying law enforcement. 


WALTER MEDE, head of Lutheran 


General security, notes that most of the 
men nave had some type of military or 
supervisory experience. On-the-job train- 
ing takes at least six weeks, he said. 


"In a place this big and complete, it 


takes that long just to acquaint them 
with the main building," he said. 


A former industrial security guard and 


Niles policeman, Mede said hospital se- 
curity is unique from any other type. • 


"The hospital is in operation around 


the clock every day of the year — there 
must be access for people who need 
help," he said. "Generally speaking, the 
traffic flow of visitors and employes is 
constant." 


In addition to the security force, Lu- 


theran General has installed closed-cir- 
cuit television in many areas of the hos- 
pital. 


"With television, one man can do the 


job of several," Mede said. "With radio 
equipment, we can dispatch an officer 
right to the scene of any trouble." 


THE LUTHERAN General security de- 


partment works with the philosophy of 
crime prevention, according to Mede. 


"We try to remove the opportunity for 


something to take place — we patrol 24 
hours a day and escort nurses to their 
cars at night. Narcotics are carefully 
controlled," he said. 


Accident prevention is another function 


of the guards, who watch for chipped 
sidewalks, fires and other hazards as 
they patrol the building. 


While patroling corridors and parking 


lots is a major function, the guards also 
help to subdue any unruly patients. 


"We have a lot of duties with psy- 


chiatric patients — we're called at least 
two times a day to restrain a patient 
from hurting himself or others," Mede 
said. 


ONE OF THE most troublesome secur- 


ity problems Is protecting patients' valu- 
ables, according to the security chief. 


"We provide safety deposit boxes' for 


any valuables or currency," he said. 
'Valuables left In patient rooms are of- 
ten misplaced, lost or stolen." 


While some hospitals have armed their 


guards with guns, Mede allows his men 
to carry only mace and nightsticks. 


"If we have a situation where someone 


Is acting violent, we call in the local po- 
lice," he said. "I personally don't think 
•guns have any place in a hospital — fir- 
ing a gun in crowded conditions would do 
more damage than good."

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Charge officials 
took gifts front chemical firms 


Two townships named in kickback probe

A Schnimimirg Township official has 


been named In a stale-wide Better Gov- 
ernment Association investigation, in- 
volving kickbacks from chemical sales- 
men. Wheeling Township purchases were 
iiLiu cited. 


Ralph Wilkcnlng, Schaumburg Town- 


ship highway commissioner, was identi- 
fied by the I1GA us one official who pur- 
chased products from lloyal Chemical 
Co. and accepted gift certificates in re- 
turn. At a press conference yesterday 
BGA officials displayed several photo- 
graphs allegedly depleting excess chem- 
icals stored on Wllkcnlng's property, 
uhlcli hu rents to the township. 


The BOA estimated that Wllkcning re- 


ceived about $.175 worth of premiums or 
certificates In exchange for $4.000 worth 
of business with Royal Chemicals. 


The DGA snld Wilkcnlng has acknowl- 


edged receiving some gifts. He refused to 
answer any questions when contacted by 
the Herald, tic referred a reporter to his 
attorney. Frank Hlnes, but Hincs de- 
clined to comment unless charges arc 
filed. 


.1. TEItltENCE BRUNNER, executive 


director of the DGA, described the in- 
vestigation as Involving "grassroots cor- 
ruption." He said 09 officials In 56 Illinois 
counties have admitted accepting kick- 
backs in return for purchases made with 
public funds. The kickbacks range from 
color televisions and shotguns to kitchen 


appliances. Some have been In the form 
of cash, bonds or gift certificates, Brun- 
ncr said. 


The results of the EGA investigation 


arc being turned over this week to 
state's alto ncys in the counties where 
information has been gathered. 


In addition to the kickbacks, the BGA 


investigation shed light on the practice of 
exorbitant mark-ups in soles to public 
agencies, some in the range of 300 to 300 
pnr cent. 
' 


In Wheeling Township, for example, 


the BGA found that penetrating oil was 
purchased from United Laboratories of 
Addison for 27 cents an ounce. The BGA 
purchased a comparable product In a 
Chicago janitorial supply house for 7 
cents an ounce.

AMONG THE TOPICS that may be 


considered by the group soon Is a plan to 
extend to the Northwest suburban area 
the limits of the Chicago Trucking Zone. 
The zone, which encompasses the metro- 
politan Chicago and a 10-mile radius 
around the city limits, Is an area In 
which special trucking and freight rates 
arc charged for deliveries to businesses 
and Industries. 


Suburban businesses and industries 


outside the-zone must pay a substantially 
higher trucking fee for deliveries. 


O'Brien has said the united chamber 


group may lobby In Springfield to have 
the limits of the zone extended lo allow 
businesses In the suburban area to take 
advantage of the reduced trucking rates. 


While the meeting will be the second 


on the proposed association, some cham- 
ber directors Indicated the proposal still 
will need extensive consideration before 
an association can be formed. 


"I have no argument with the theory of 


It. but I think it still needs a lot of 
thought," Enrl Johnson of the Arlington 
Heights chamber sold. "I think there arc 
some valid reasons to have It, but it will 
be some time before we come to some 
kind of conclusion." 


Marlon Bauer, executive vice president 


of the Palatine Chamber, said her organ- 
ization would be willing to participate 
but added It is still too early to say the 
group will be formed. "There Is a lot to 
be considered," she said but added the 
concept of the association Is one her or- 
ganization has been interested in for a 
long time. 


OTHER DIRECTORS, like Clarence; 


Schlaver, Mount Prospect chamber exec- 
utive director, said the association Is a 
good idea that should become more for- 
malized. He said the group could achieve 
better communication between cham- 
bers. "If the other guy is doing a better 
job, he might be able to tell us how to do 
it," he said. But rather than servo us a 
lobby, Schlaver said the group's aim 
would he more to discuss problems of 
"mutual concern." 


But according to Stanley Llcbcrman, 


president of the Buffalo Grove Chamber, 
the formation of the group is "absolute- 
ly" good for lobbying. "I think we can do 
much as a group rather than individ- 
ually," he said. 


Saying he is in favor of the group be- 


coming a permanent lobby, Llcbcrman 
added the association could be more ef- 
fective In "requesting and obtaining spe- 
cial consideration for the suburbs" in not 
only the (rucking rate matter but on is- 
sues of mass transportation and coordi- 
nated environmental action. 


Invention company officials 
to face federal indictment

A number of offlclms of a Des Plalnes 


company arc expected to be indicted cur- 
ly thli week by a federal grand Jury, the 
Hcald has learned. 


The officials arc all executives of Im- 


perial Inventors International Inc.. 2230 
E. Devon Avc.. DCS Plaincs. The firm 
offers marketing services for Inventors. 


While a spokesman for U. S. Ally. 


James Thompson refused to comment on 
the possible grand Jury action, a press 
conference has been called for 0 a.m. to- 
day. 


THE COMPANY, which has been In 


operation since 1071. was the subject of n 
Herald Invcsllgntlon last January. The 
series disclosed n number of question- 
able business practices. 


The expected action by the federal gov- 


ernment marks tho second major In- 
vestigation to focus on the firm. 


I^ist month, Illinois Atty. Gen. William 


Scott filed n suit charging the company 
and its officials with violating the state 


, consumer fraud act and deceptive trade 
practice. 


THE STATE suit charges Thomas M. 


Roth, Imperial's president; Clnlr C. 
Wagner, national director; Robert C. 
Pond, director of engineering; and Jack 
Brumlcy, chief of sales, as being princl- 
p a l s in directing their 
fraudulent 


scheme. It is believed the same men arc 
targets of the federal probe. 


IMPERIAL RECENTLY reorganized 


its management: while some of those 
men no longer hold Ihc same positions, 
all arc active In the company. 


Imperial, which has offices in DCS 


Plaincs, Arlington Heights and branches 
Ihroughout the country, claims to offer to 
evaluate new products for Inventors and 
attempt to sell the products to manufac- 
turers. 


The company has also been named in a 


lawsuit in Minnesota that alleges the 
company also engaged In fraudulent ac- 
tions there. 


The Herald has supplied information 


compiled during Its probe to federal au- 


thorities and officials in Illinois, Indiana, 
Minnesota, and Wisconsin. 


The Illinois lawsuit asks the court to 


permanently bar the company from 
doing business in the state and order Im- 
perial to repay all fees which Inventors 
may have given to the company. 


PRIOR TO THE time the state lawsuit 


was filed, Imperial filed a $10 million 
damage suit against the attorney general 
charging it had violated the company's 
and individual officers civil rights. 


Imperial charged various government 


agencies were involved in a "malicious 
conspiracy" aimed at putting the com- 
pany out of business. 


Both state and federal agencies have 


obtained company records through court 
orders as part of their investigation. 


According to the state law suit, while 


Imperial claims products it represents 
have a 50-50 chance of success, the com- 
pany has not been able to complete a 
single licensing or manufacturing agree- 
ment with any company for the devel- 
opment of any invention. 


Arthur Olsen, Wheeling Township high- 


way commissioner, said it is well-known 
that chemical companies offer premiums 
or gift certificates in exchange for or- 
ders, but he said the value is often re- 
flected in a reduced price instead. 


"I WAS JUST flabbergasted to learn I 


was one of two highway commissioners 
in the county being accused by the 
BGA," Olsen said Friday. He said he did 
purchase 10 bags of ice-melting chemical 
from -a Royal salesman, but he received 
no gifts. Olsen has keen commissioner 
for six montlis and said he purchases 
supplies from the same companies his 
predecessor, Lawrence Carrozza, used. 


Brunner said the gifts are violations of 


the state bribery statutes. HA said most 


tof this type of selling is being done by 
small chemical companies and the sales- 
men deal with outlying areas. Very little 
is showing up-in Cook County 1 he said. 
Those who have accepted the gifts, Brun- 
ner said, are in one of two categories — 
officials who use every possible device to 
transform public responsibilities into pri- 
vate profit, and, those who "simply do 
not know any better." For conviction, the 
former would have to be proved, he 
added. 


Brunner said the kickbacks provoked 


further waste of public money by in- 
ducing officials to seek unneeded pur- 
chases so they would qualify for greater 
premiums.

Toivnship 
OKs revised 
budget

The Elk Grove Township Board has of- 


ficially approved an amended budget for 
the remainder of its fiscal year which 
includes the addition of more than 
$106,000 in revenue sharing funds. The 
revised budget will run from now until 
Feb. 28, 1974. 


The approval came immediately fol- 


lowing a public hearing which the board 
had hoped would bring suggestions from 
township residents on possible uses for 
the money. 


Only seven people attended the Thurs- 


day night hearing. Of the seven, three 
were township office employes, one was 
chairman of the township senior citizen 
committee and another was a reporter. 


The other two at the hearing were rep- 


resentatives of the Northwest Opportuni- 
ty Center of Rolling Meadows, which has 
applied for a grant from the township. 
The grant was requested for after this 
year's budget runs out, however, and 
was not discussed at the hearing. 


THE APPROVED budget, whicli listed 


$143.000 is revenue sharing funds to be 
received by the end of Feb., 1974 and 
$13,000 on hand, was found to be in error 
by "The Herald," due to a mistake in 
addition. 


Actually, Elk Grove Township will re- 


ceive $153,474 in revenue sharing funds 
by Feb. 28 and will have a total of more 
than $1CG,000 in revenue sharing funds by

The mistake, which was not noticed 


during the month the budget was on dis- 
play for the public at the township office 
and was missed by the township board of 
auditors was explained by Richard Hall, 
township supervisor, who called It "an 
error In arithmetic."

In Palatine Township. Both Clcarbrook 
and Crossroads servo Elk Grove Town- 
ship residents. 


The Mental Health Center was 


awarded $21,000. Clear brook will receive 
$7,000 and Crossroads $2,000. Hall ex- 
plained that the Mental Health Center 
and Clcarbrook will bill the township for 
the money, depending on how many 
township people use their facilities. The 
grant to Crossroads was a one-time grant 
of $2,000. 


Also budgeted was $4,000 for financial 


administration. Hall said the money was 
for the posslbllo hiring of outside help in 
connection with applying for revenue 
sharing funds next year. Quarterly re- 
ports must also be compiled telling how 
the money was used, according to Hall. 


Hall said It's not known how much

Charge officials 
took gifts from chemical firms 


Two townships named in kickback probe

A SchaumourK Township official hns 


been named In a Mate-wide Better Gov- 
ernment Association Investigation, In- 
volving kickbacks from chemical sales- 
men. Wheeling Township purchases were 
(il.io cited. 


Ralph Wllkcnlnu, Schaumburg Town- 


ship highway commissioner, was Identi- 
fied by the HGA as one official who pur- 
chased products from Royal Chemical 
Co. and accepted gift certificates in re- 
turn. At n press conference yesterday 
UGA officials displayed several photo- 
graphs allegedly depicting excess chcrn- 
leal* stored on Wllkeninji's property, 
which he rents to the township. 


The UGA estimated (hat Wllkcning re- 


ceived about $373 worth of premiums or 
certificates in exchange for $4,000 worth 
of business with Royal Chemicals. 


The BGA said Wllkcnlng has acknowl- 


edged receiving some gifts. Ho refused to 
answer any questions when contacted by 
the Herald, lie referred a reporter to his 
attorney, Frank Hines, but Mines de- 
clined to comment unless charges arc 
(lied. 


J. TEHRENCE URUNNEU, executive 


director of the BGA, described the In- 
vestigation as involving "grassroots cor- 
ruption." He said 69 officials in 53 Illinois 
counties have admitted accepting kick- 
backs in return for purchases made with 
public funds. The kickbacks range from 
color televisions and shotguns to kitchen 


appliances. Some have been In the form 
of cash, bonds or gift certificates, Brun- 
ncr said. 


The results of the BGA Investigation 


arc being turned over this week to 
state's nttirncys In the counties where 
Information has been gathered. 


In addition to the kickbacks, the BGA 


investigation shed light on the practice of 
exorbitant mark-ups in sales to public 
agencies, some in the range of 300 to 500 
per cent. 


In Wheeling Township, for example, 


the BGA found that penetrating oil was 
purchased from United Laboratories of 
Addlson for 27 cents an ounce. The BGA 
purchased a comparable product in a 
Chicago janitorial supply house for 7 
cents on ounce.

A shopper survey by the Arlington 


Heights Chamber of Commerce has re- 
vealed that the majority of 301 persons 
polled arc opposed to setting up one-way 
si reels In the central business district. 


The survey, conducted Oct. 6 and n. 


stales that fio per cent of the shoppers 
(utcMlnncd s,-ul Iliry did not want to sec 
one-way streets downtown. 


A Inlal of loo persons, or XI per cent, 


said they were in favor of one-way traf- 
fic, and 20 shoppers had no opinion. 


The Chamber of Commerce sponsored 


the survey and the results have been for- 
warded to the village public hcnlth and 
safety committee now studying the possi- 
bility of bringing one-way streets to 
downtown Arlington Heights. 


IN THE PAST, the Chamber of Com- 


mcrcc has been opposed to one-way 
streets In the downtown area. 


In addition to the 301 questioned. 70 


hiHnc.ssmcn and women were asked 
their opinion on one-way streets. 


Eighty per cent said they were opposed 


to I hem: II per cent were in favor and fi 
per cent said they were undecided. 


A third survey, of 49 members of the 


Junior Woman's Club, indicated that 75 
per cent were opposed to one-way 
streets; 18 per cent were in favor and G 
per cent had no opinion. 


Shoppers were asked whether they 


found It easy or difficult to drive In the 
central business district. Fifty-two per 
cent answered easy, 44 per cent said dif- 
ficult and the others had no opinion. 


Of all the shoppers asked, 86.7 per cent 


said they had driven a car to the down- 
town urea. 


THE BUSINESS people, interviewed 


Oct. 9 and 10, were about evenly divided 
on the question of whether they would 
like to sec parking meters removed from 
downtown streets. 


Forty-nine per cent said they wanted 


the meters taken out, but 47 per cent 
said they were In favor of leaving meters 
on the street. 


While only 3 per cent of the merchants 


rated the overall traffic situation in the 
business district "very good," 89 per 
cent called It "good" and only 7 per cent 


thought it was "bad" or "very bad." 


THE SURVEY report draws three con- 


clusions from the responses: 


• One-way streets are not wanted. 
• The feelings about meter removal 


were very close and probably not much 
of an issue. 


• The over-all situation is better than 


supposed. 


"The consumer survey also showed 


that the people were not In favor of one- 
way streets by a goodly margin. While 
the difference of opinion was not as great 
as with the business people, it was evi- 
dent that the public docs not consider 
driving difficult in the central business 
district," the report concludes. 


One-way streets downtown have been 


endorsed by the village's police and engi- 
neering departments as a way to alle- 
viate traffic congestion, particularly at 
rush hour.

Plaincs, Arlington Heights and branches 
throughout the country, claims to offer to 
evaluate new products for Inventors and 
attempt to sell the products to manufac- 
turers. 


The company has also been named in a 


lawsuit in Minnesota • that alleges the 
company also engaged in fraudulent ac- 
tions there. 


The Herald has supplied information 


compiled during Its probe to federal au- 
thorities and officials in Illinois, Indiana, 
Minnesota, and Wisconsin. 


The Illinois lawsuit asks the court to 


permanently bar the company from 
.doing business in the state and order Im- 
perial to repay all fees which inventors 
. may have given to the company. 


PRIOR TO THE time the state lawsuit 


was filed, Imperial filed a $10 million 
damage suit against the attorney general 
charging it had violated the company's 
and Individual officers civil rights. 


Imperial charged various government 


agencies were involved in a "malicious 
conspiracy" aimed at putting the com- 
pany out of business. 


Both state and federal agencies have 


obtained company records through court 
orders as part of their investigation. 


According to the state law suit, white 


Imperial claims products it represents 
have a 50-50 chance of success, the com- 
pany has not been able to complete a 
single licensing or manufacturing agree- 
ment with any company for the devel- 
opment of any invention.

way commissioner, said it Is well-known 
that chemical companies offer premiums 
or gift certificates in exchange for or- 
ders,'but he said the value is often re- 
flected In a reduced price Instead.

BGA," Olsen said Friday. He said he did 
purchase 10 bags of ice-melting chemical 
from a Royal salesman, but he received 
no gifts. Olsen has been commissioner 
for six months and said he purchases 
supplies from the same companies his 
predecessor, Lawrence Carrozza, used. 


Brunn'cr said the gifts are violations of 


the state bribery statutes. H» said most 


tof this type of selling is being done by 
small chemical companies and the sales- 
men deal with outlying areas. Very little 
is showing up in Cook County, he said.

A Chicago man was arrested by Ar- 


lington Heights police Saturday 
after 


eight juveniles were picked up for selling 
candy door-to-door. 


Arrested for soliciting without a village 


license was H. Steven Isaacson, of 3200 
N. Lake Shore Dr., Chicago. He was re- 
leased of $1,000 bond pending an appear- 
ance in the Arlington Heights branch of 
the Cook County Circuit Court on Dec. 7. 


According to police, the juveniles, all 


from the midnorth area of Chicago, were 
selling candy for Employment for Youth, 
a Chicago-based operation. The juve- 
niles, all in their early teens, were taken 
Into custody after police received com- 


plaints from residents In the area. The 
juveniles were released without charges. 


According to police, Isaacson would

Elms faring 
better than 
last year 


The elms of Arlington Heights have 


fared much better than expected this 
summer, according to Erwin Page, Vil- 
lage forester. 
; 


Page said a total of about 135 trees will 


feel the ite this year. He said 125 have 
been felled so far and ten are still slated 
for removal. 
" 


In May, Page estimated 3 per cent, or 


255 of the village's 8,500 elms, would die 
from the disease. However, the new fig- 
ures show this year had about 15 per 
cent fewer trees cut down than 1972, he 
said. 


"I really don't know why the number 


Is down. We usually expect 2'.-j to 3 per 
cent of the elms to die annually. But this 
year, it is closer to just 2 per cent," he 
said. 


PAGE SAID this year should 
have 


been a lot worse for local elms. Weather 
conditions were conclusive to the spread 
of the disease, he said. 


"We're down and I don't know why. 


When there is a wet summer, like this 
one has been, it is usually worse. Rainy, 
wet weather helps the disease spread 
like wildfire — but not this year," he 
said. 


The disease, which is usually spread 


by tiny beetles, actually came from Asia 
and not the Netherlands as the name 
might imply. Page said the disease was 
first identified in the Netherlands in elm 
trees imported from Asia. "Dutch" de- 
notes the country and not a "Dutch" spe- 
cies of elm trees, he said. 


"Almost all the trees we pulled down 


were American elms. But, we did have 
to take out some 'Chinese' elms that 
were dying of old age," he said. 


Chinese elms (more accurately 'Sibe- 


rian' elms) arc more resistant to the dis- 
ease, he said. Less than one in 1,000 Chi- 
nese elms exposed to the disease actually 
contract it, he said. 


THE VILLAGE has spent about $15,000 


this year for removal of diseased trees, 
Page said. An additional $5,000 was spent 
for emergency service such as removing 
storm-damaged trees. 


As good as this season was, Page fears 


for the summer of 1974. 


"I expect it to go back up. Just be- 


cause we're down around 2 per cent, I 
think next year will be worse. Probably 
it will go up to 3 per cent," he said. 
: 


Although the local elms had a good 


year, other trees had their share of mis- 
haps and maladies. Apple, ash and oak 
trees all had disease-ridden summers. ' 


The area apple crop will be low this 


year because of "scabs." Scabs are 
caused by a fungus that thrives In damp 
weather. The rot strikes the leaves and 
the fruit. 


ASH "DECLINE" also was present 


this summer, Page said.-While the cause 
is not known at this time, Page said the 
disease is readily identifiable. Decline:is 
characterized by leaves suddenly falling 
off a branch or group of branches. It is 
accompanies by cankers and splits In 
the bark on the limbs and bark, Page 
said.

Maine is still alive in the North divi- 


sion but will fall out quickly If it gives 
another performance like Friday night. 
Ahead lie games with Glcnbrook South

"We're still up there," Eck said, his 


club now 3-3 overall. "I feel good about 
the program.
